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did I imagine chat the Elbblilhment <£ ftanding Armits

' But Experience hath proved the contrary, andcon- 
■wnced'ua of the Truth of an old Obfervation, that 
when Men are embark'd in the Defence of a 6ad Caitf(, 
They mull not ftick at any Meafures, or Topicks, 10 
fupport it. One Thing niiiiirally draws on anoihcr, 
and They are obliged to proceed from Step to Siep, 
' till They ate driven at laft to the Fountain-tlead, and 
the CmJUlutiott itfelf becomes the Point in Debate. 

The Doilrines, which I have jull mention'd, have 
certainly this Tendency, and aflbft the fiiiidamctital 
Priniiiples of our Government. That fuch Da^rines 
have been advanced and defended, is too, notorious 
and melancholy a Truth ; which makes it the Duty 
of every Englijhmiin to prevent the PropagatitKi and 
Eftablifliment of them, as far as it lies in his Power. 

The Subjeft oi Corruptiiin and Courl-Dependnce haih 
been pretty iiilly expUin'd already, in the Courfe of 
thefe Papci^ ; and will, perhaps, be re.'iimed at a pro- 
per Junflnre. 

The Dangers ^^ ftaniing Armies and Excijh have 
likewifc been inculcated in general Terflis j but they 
are Subjcfls of fo much Importance to all that ts dear 
and valuable to us, as a great, free and flouriihing People, 
tliat they deferve and re<]^uire a particular Examina- 

I mention thefe Itao Feints together, becaufe I 
think them, in a great Mcafure, dependent on each 
Other ; for as a large Army cannot be fupported, under 
our prefent Citcumftances of Debts and Expends, 
without buTthenJome Taxes and ImpojitioTn, lb it is evi- 
dent from Hiftory thatxgejieriii Exei/e an never be 
eflablifh'd, without aflimding Army to fuppoit 'c ; and 
in thefe two Points confilt the moft terrible Idea.", 
which We can poiEbly form to our felves of arbitrarj 
Gwtmment, 

I ftiuU 
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I Ihall begin with the Subjcft o( Excijks, and will 
endeavour to explain it in a Wanner and Siyle adapted 
to the Capacities of all my Reader'. 

I chufe to enter upon cbit Subjefl at prefent, that 
it may be fully difculii'd befb.'C the Parliament meets. 
In this Point, at kaft, I Ouil conform myfelf to a 
Rule laid down by one of my Adverfarits, who was 
ibrmerly pleafed to obierve that the Examination of 
fuch national Points ought always to precede the Stf— 
fion of Parliament ; and that every EHTjiJhmau hath a. 
Rijght, at ihofe Times, to ofier his Thoughts upon 
filch Matters m nisy poflibly come before ihat Jffcm— 
bh. 1 h(^= therefore that TTiey will not revoke this 
Cotiteffioii, bat allow me to exercife a Privilege With- 
out putting any bad Conftniftions upon it, which Thejr 
have acknowlaiged to be fheR!|;htof every £»^/jl&raOT. 
, 1 wili not pretend to affert that any Minifttr hath 
aflually relbived lo propofe fuch a S(beme as I am 
going to examine, or prepared the neceflary Materi- 
al and Calculation? for it ; bat as it may be too late 
Id oppofe it without Daori, when it is brought initi 
the Htujf, I think it proper to give my Reafons againft 
k in Time, vshilft I am not precluded by Authority i 
and promife to confider every Thing rf Weight, that 
fllall be urged on the other Side. 

But though I do not aver that any Minifttr hath 
yet embraced fuib a Scbemt, I will not diflemble 
my Apprehcnfion that Tome Pr^eHsr may have it ia 
his Thoughts ; and I wilJ veiy frankly explain mj 
Reafona for it, as a &rther Juftihealion ik this Enquiry, 

About a Yeia and an half ago We took Notice of «

1 have cited thefe Paflages at large, and in their full 
Strength, that the Author may have no detente to 
complain of Mifreprefentation, ttr a partial State of his 
Argument!. There is no Occafion to wrcft his Words i 
for He fpeakaout very plainly, and avows Himfelf an 
Advocate for Exrifes, though He 13 pleafed to dilclaim 
the Defign of «■ general Exdfe \ but it will Toon appear, 
in the Courle of this Enquiry, whether the Praftice of 
turning one Duty after another into Exnfes hath no 
Tendency to a general Extift ; and whether tbii 
Method of Taxation can be long carry 'd en, without 
any Intreafe of Officers, or any Danger to the Liiirtiei 
tf the People. 

The Gentleman, Who anfwer'd * this Pamphlet^ 
made fome curfory Obfervations on the Stbeme ef 
Exeifes, as it is laid- doivn in the Paflageff before cited j , 
but def^rr'd the particular Examinadon of it to a more 
feifonable Junflure ; yet even the few Remarks, which 
He dropt ow <&m SubjeQ, rouzcd up the Cige Mr. Of- 
btrne; who told m, with his ufuai Solemnity, tliat 
Excifet arc fo far f.om being Badges ifSlatferj, that 
(hey arc the moft etjuitable Methods of raifing Tays t 
and that tbotigb the IVords general Excife, have Ij 
foohfb C-fiem n frightful Idee aimex'd to them, yet a 
p:neial Exeife it tbt ^^aftnahle Ihing itt the World. 
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He is fJ«fed, indeed, t<jai:lade allthtNeeefarieiff 
Life, Tkade and Manufactory from his No- 
tion of a gintral Excift ; nay, He woujd have it eol- 
leSed by <\ie fetoejt, Number ^Offiiin paJfibU^ who 
ought not to be permitted to enter into frivati Hoafei, 

-Iflhit csn b* milrived, and fettled, fays He, a 

general Excile aill he a untiimal Blejfit^. To wjiich 
I reply, that We have no Objeftion to metr Vardi, or 
Sounds, any more than Mr. Osbsrne ; and if either He, 
or his Patr(m, who muft be acknowledged a very great 
MaUer of ffa^i and Means, can find out a general tan 
to fupply all the prefent Occafkons of the Govemmeol, 
without endangeriiig our Liiirliei, or aficfting the 
ifece^ariii a/Life, Trade aadMannfaBgr^, I am ready 
to own it 9i national Bkffing. But what is all This to 
(he Purpofe? Will Mr. Oihome pretend to &y that the 
Salt-Tax, which gave Occahon lo thisDipute, did 
mot afteft the J\'«^r/«o/'L/j*i or will he have the 
Confidence to afferi that the bther Exeifes, jdeaded for 
by the jiutbsr of a Letter In a Freeholder, are 0^ this 
Nature? No; HemaniMly evades (he Point In the 
Paper now before Me, aixl kena to advance .Argu- 
ments in one Paragraph with no other View, than to 
knock them down in the nest, by throwing in fuch 
Rellridlions as I have iiift meniionM. It is, irvdecd, 
«Kaftly of a Piece with his other Writings, which 
difcover a Conicioufnefs that He is engaged in a bad 
Cau/e, by continualiy IhuiBing;^ between his Principles, 
as an Er^Ufiman, and ihc Duty of his prereai Voca- 
tion, as B Court-Writer. 

However, this Way of Reafonlng, in Favour of 
Exeifes, is fufficknt to give us an Alarm, as it is 
evidently calcul*ted to prepare u» for fomelhing of 
that Nature, and haih induced me to enter imme- 
diately upon the EKaminaiion of a Point, which I 
apprehend to bs of the uCmoft Conle^u^ce to Great 
BiitMs.

Who can wonder if fuch Mfn fliould l)e provoicd to 
join with the DlialTcfleJ, and lay hold of all Oonrlu- 
nities to recover their antient, juft and natu;al Liber- 

The trading Part of Greaf Britain h not only a very 
large and opulent, but Ukewife the moft valuable Pact 
of it. To their Labour and Iiiduftry it is owing that 
this Nation >s rai&d from a wild, uncultivated Defart, 
to its picreiit Height of Riches, Grandeur and Strength. 
TheWildnm of our ATioeHors hath thereftrc been a]-, 
ways employ'd i;i the Encouragement of Trade ; and 
whenever the Neeeffities of the Stare haih required the 
Impofition of any Burthen on it, by Way of Subftdy, 
the Legilbnire hath taken Care that the Iraitr (hnuld 
beprotefted. at thf fame Time, in his Perfon «nd Pro- 
. party tgainft theOppreffions of Thofe, who were «»- 
ploy'd in coUcftiiig thofe Subfidies. ' 

I am ready to agree with the Author t)f a Letter to 
4 Freebelder, that thefe fnxu, which publUk Neeejpij 
iatb laid upon the Importation rf Commodities, have 
been a very.grinioits Burthen en the Britifh Commeree t 
and therefore it is a Duty incumbent on Minifters to 
eafe that Burthen 1^ ail poffible Methods i^ frugality 
and geodOEcMBmj ; but if" our prefent CirCumftancea 
WJI! not admit of any RiJuiiion of faxei, (which is ' 
' the only effeaual Relief) and the fole Difpute ftiouH 
be concerning /onte Alterations in the Manner »f al- 
leCtingthfm, a wife People will always chufe (heV/a/? 
tf two Evil!, and defire to continue under that Kind' 
tlfTaxaliim, which is moft "agrecafcle to the Nature of 
"fradit and the fundamental Principles of their Conltitu, 

lUon. 
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Thk leads me to the EMmin»tion of a Point, which 
I defign to make the Subjcft of this Paper, by explain- 
ing the Nature oi Exiifis, and flicwing haw they difier 
from ether Taxii. 

I am forry to obferve that tliii Point ihoulit want 
any Explanation ; but fo ii, is, that few Perfons eieqjt 
Thofe, wlio are eonccm'd in Trade and Merchandize, 
or have had the Honour to raprefcnt their Coumry in 
Parliament, or to ferve the Government in fome pub- 
lick Poft, ieem to be fully apprized of the DifFerense 
between the/e Taxei ; and (he Lelter-Wriler bcfore- 
mcntion'd hath the Difmgenulty, amongft all his gene- 
ral Argiinienia for Excifii, to take, no Notice of the 
mod material Objeftion againft diem ; I mean ihe 
Lauis ofExcife. 

It is therefore neceflkry. in the firft Place, to flats 
this Affair in a true Light. 

Now, in all Difputes between the Cnten and the 
Subjefl, in Cafes relating to the Cafioms, the Mrrits of 
' the Caufe are left to the Deciilon of I-aw, according to, 
antient Ofage, in the ordinary Courts of Juitice ; but 
the CoiivcrfioQ of thofe Sublidies into Excija puts the 
Trader under a nno Sit of Latos, formerly unknown ' 
to our ConKitation, and 1 hope 1 may fay without Of- 
fence, not altogether agreeable to it i for the Po(vet» 
given to the CemmiJJi oners sf Excife in fome Meafure 
disf[a.nchife evjery freiborn EngHfiman, ts &r as He is 
a Dealer in excifiable Cemmoditiei. 

One of the moft effential Parts of our Conflitution, 
as well as the ftrongcfl Buhvaik of it, is That of Trials 
iy Juries ; a Privilege, which the Eng!:fi> Nation hath " 
alTcrted and preferved ibr feveral Ages, with Oceans of 
Blood and an immenfe Profiriion of Trcafure. It is 
Tlu!, which fcreens the Small from the Oppreffion of 
the Great ; the SubjeB from the unjuft Refcnlment of 
the Prince, or the Violence of hh Mijiijiers ; and there- 
fore all Attempts to fupprefs this Privilege ifiia our 
Con/liliitiQii in one of the lendercA Patts of it, and may 
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be made ufe of, hf iaH Mini/ieri, Co the Imroduilion 
oi arbitrary Govfrnmenl. 

Our Ei^lijh Parliameitli liave siways been (b zea- 
lous in their Endeavours for preferving this great Jitael 
»f Libirly, and tranfmitting it to lateft Generations, that 
It halh been elUbliQi'd arid confirm'd by the legillative 
Power near tlireetore Times, Ji.nce ihe Norman Caa- 
queft. It it, indeed, the moft efTemij! Privilege of 
Magna Cbnrta itfelf, which is the Foundation of our 
LiMnies, and fo dieply engraven in the Hearts of the 
People. 

Give me Leave to repeat, that this great and funda- 
mental FrivUege is prelcrved to the SubjcA in all our 
Laws relating to the Cajitms, or Duties on Imftrtaiim ; 
but turning the Caftomi into Excifes an Home-ConJsmP' 
tiett, acccording lo the Lttier-airiter\ Scheme, is put- 
ting the Trader under a Set of Oncers, who nave 
Power to interpret and execute the Laws in a Jum- 
mary Manner ; for here the Subjeft is condemn'd with- 
out Trial by yuries, in the uliia! Manner, and left 
, 'without any aernitr Reforl of Juftictt unlers ji be to 
the CutitmtffiimeTs af Jf^al, which is a Kind oi fine- 
cure, dependent Commiffien, under which the Subjeft is 
try'd by his sdverfe Party ; the Commijfioiteri and 
their iiiferiar Officers being Profecutors, Evidence, 
Judges and Esecutioners. — Pcrfons invefled with fuch 
a Power, and under fuch Circumflance*, will feldom 
or never lofe a Caufe. 

In all other Cafes, whether they rdate to frrHate 
Prsperty, or lye between the Crown and the Subjeii, 
theCaule is not left to the Determination erf" the 7«iJ^-f/, 
tho' their f Commifflon is not lb precarious as'Iliat of 

■(■ In firmer Kei%m, /i^ Judges held thttr Placet

Cufiem-beuft and gets tJiemlionie. He may difpore of 
them as He pleafa, without any Body's Leave, and b 
mot fitbjeft to the capridous Hmnour of every Rttla 
Officer, who may take it into hia Head, or pethapi 
ihink it meritortou?,' to give Him as much Dilmrbance -- 
Bs polTiblc in the Execution of his Duty. The Tradir> 
,in this Cafe, is not liable to havp liia Shop, or Wanv 
botifes ranfack'd, without Information ufoa Oath that 
(bme t^mtiaband Goods are conccai'd in them; nay, 
ev*n then a Warrant muft be granted by a civil MagU 
firaU, and executed in Prefence of a TeeceOffiitr, in 
Day-Time only, according to the uliial and antlent 
Forms of Law. 

On the other Hand, by the I.ewi vfExtife, no Man 
is at Liberty to remove h!s Goods from the Place, 
wheie they were ( rft depofited, without Leave from 
an Offictr for fo doing, to ihe great Interruption of hb 
other Euftnels, and often to the Prejudice of his' parti- 
cular Dealing* and Centrals. 

As the JtrprifcKinent of the BeSy is next to the Ufi ef , 
Life, lb the Confimmtnt rfPnpertj b rexc to ticking it 
titcof i yet thus it is with excijiable Gwi. They are 
Ihut up in Shops and Warehoules under fcvere Keepers, 
^pointed by the Cretan, and cannot be moved from 
thence, or difpofed of in a fair Way of Trade, (though 
Itid Datins have been paid) without a Permit, or- 
Habias Corpus ; being taken like Fehns and eonde mn'd, 
if they are found » iihout it. .This is fuch an Inilance 
of Severity, and fuch a Reltraint upon Trade, as b 
liaidly to be parailcfd in any free Ccimtry, 

Indvfiry hath its Foundation on I/ifr^ti and thofc 
Men, who either are a^lualljr Blavn, or lave Reafon to 
teiicve their Freedom precarious, ivill never fucceed in 
Trade, which thrives and flouriCies moft in Climates of 
l^ibert^ and Eafe. Thelc ktep' the prefeni Inhabitant? 
« boBie, and invite othejs to icitle amonga Them, 
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mote than the Plealancoerj of Sitiudon, or ihe whole- 
fome Tempeiaturc of Air. There are many Inllfliicea 
oTfruitfol and ddightiul CouDtries, which have been 
impovtrilli'd and almolt depopulated, in Spight of 
Nature, by Seveiities in Goremment. To This it is 
o^iag that Trade hith been ioft to one Nation and ob- 
tain'd by amtier. We Britmt have particularly ex- 
perienced This, in former Age.^, to our infinite Advan- 
tage ; and 1 hope We ftiall nei-er ad fo weat-a Part a* 
to adopt thofe Methods of Government, which haye 
deftroy'd Trade in ether Cmtntriei, or to withdraw , 
ibole Piivileges and Enconiagemcntt, which have 
(arry'd it \o lb great an Height in eur man. 

It ought likcwie to be particularly confider'd, at 
(his Time, that all the Nations in Europe are lurning 
theit ThoQghts toTraffiik, and even in thofe Citoiiries, 
where the Govcmment is abfuluie in other Refpefts, 
They make it their Study to eafc the fderthant!, and 
encofirage both Natives and Foreigners to fettle Com- 
merce with Them. 

Shall We, on the othet Hand, eocounge thiir at- 
tempts, by laying all the Burthens and Rellrainu We' 
can invent on our otonTraiiT — Is Thb a Time for in' 
to clog it with cent Difficulties, or to put tha Britiflt 
ISercbants under any farther UnealineScs, after all ^ 
Embarralinientt, Interruptions and Depredations, which 
Tliey have already fuffer'd with fo much Patience; for 
feveral Yrars paftf— Will not This look as if Wc in- 
tended q> provoke Them, by all poffible Methods, to 
withdraw from lu, and fetde in thole Countries, where 
They can carry on their Trafficl; with mcfre Freedotrii 
or compel Them to lay it aftde at home, in order to) 
live more at Eafr, and enjoy the LikrHcs of their 
Ceuntrjt '" common with the reft of their Fellow-. 
Subjedtj f — How prejudicial mull This be to a trading- 

Halien? ii Will it not take off the ableft Hands from 

thelntereft of Trade, and obliga Them to turn their. 
M<mey into Otha Channels ?— wis it not ctcrvEly 
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uuc that the gieater the Slock, and Ae mart People 
■re empfcy'd in Cemmtrcf, the more extmfire and be- 
neHcial it wi]l be in any Country I—Thii u certainly 
the onlv troe Method of tocreafing the niitional &OCki 
aid thisStocl!, ag I obferved hefore, is the Fouuditioa 
of oui national Strength and Grandeur. 

Scmal other Rea&xu might be urged igainfl t^ 
Sfheme efExcifii ; but as they arc of a more panicolir . 
Nature, 1 chufe to refcrve them for another Pjace^ ' 
when I come to confider the Letter-tvrittr's Objefli- 
ata to Dulifi on Imprtat'um, and his Ai^umenis in Fa*- 
^!DUI of Excifts. At prefeut, I confine myfiJf to genft' 
Tal Topicka, and hope I have fu£cicnt)y explain'd the 
nrifehievous Efl'rfts of Exciji Letes, (if they (honld 
hexame general ) with Rc^rd vtTrade, and the whole 
Body (£ Bntip Menhanti.

It haih been often otycflcd againft the Aft, Jer (w- 
itijbiitg Mtttiay and Dtferiim, in Times of Pelce, uut 
it is of dangerous Confequenec to pat #« Part rf" lb* 
Natian under diferent Laws from the reji, and thu 
Men, who are thus in a Manner cut ofFfrom the com- 
moD Benefits of the Conftituiion, will have but little 
Regtrd for it, aod may be .tempted to reduce tbrir 
FeUow-Snb}e£t3 to tlie &me Coiiditioa with Tbcm* 

I apptehend that thij ObjeftioQ will hdd mtich 
fco:iger agiinft Exeife Laws, which ar^ indeed very 
much like martial Laws, both in theu' Natuie and 
Execuibn; with this Difieience, that whereas ni>r//d/ 
Laws are continaed only from Year to Year, Excift- 
Latoi are commonly made perpetual, or at ledll for » 
kmeTerm of Years. Beltdes, it will be allow'd, I 
fiippoi, that as Irade is more baieficia] to the King- 
dom than a ftaadiag Armt, fo the Briti^ Merebants 
will always be more popular than military Pnple, and 
find more Adherents, when their interefts'^ are cfletiiialljr 
concem'd_. They arc the Heart-blood of the Boiy-poti- 
dck, which circiUates thro' every Pait of it; and 
whatever Hardlhips aie kid upon Them will diffiife 
themfelves in the Gime Manner tliroush the whole 
Mais of the Peopie. 

I have faid thus much to explain my former Obler-. 
vation, that the Fate of the whole Kingdom depends,- 
in a great Mealiire, on - the Wel&i-c of the Britip 
Mircbants. 

Let us however confider Exdfes in a general View, ' 
as I piomifed at the Bi^inning of thb Paper, and wUb^ 
out any Regard to merc/itlile Perfins.

Pwerly and Ccnttapt of Riihet the moft ihining In- 
fiauce* of heroic Virme. Nor was this Principle crIcu- 
bted only for the meaner Sort of People i but evtty 
Man, K the Abbot Jr Vertet oWerves of the Romans, 
thngbt Hm/ilfjifficiintly viialthjiti the Riches of the 
State, a»i thi Generals, ai well as the common ^tA' 
diert, rectioei their SubfJJaitce ettly fnm their own 
little Patrimony, tehich They cultivated teiib their etni 
Hand). Such 1 State otE^ualiff as This made Porer/y 
honourable, inftcid of Krandalous, snd raifed an Emu* 
ktioD amocgll all Ranks of People to ferve the PuMick, 
wiihont any View to private Advantage. This glo- 
rions Pj-inciplc was carry'd to lb great an Height in 
thofe Ages, that itwascomraoB to fee Men lay down 
the Command of villorious j^miet, the TriiJt of tho 
pailiei Treafitrt, and other high Offices of the Staff «■ 
poor, or poorer than They went into them, and return 
tothePAigA, from whence They were eall'd to the 
Service of their Country. Befides, the Ptverly of thoft 
antient Heroes was made eafy to Them by tlie ftlhiwia- 
" ble and prevailing Habits of Temperance and FrttgaFity. 
h did not confiK in the Want of the tommon Necejhriet 
Mid Eomrenimets ef Life, Vike thie Ptuirly Wearefpeafe- '. 
ing of, but only in an Abftinence from all Superfaituf 
and Extravagance ; for k loon as Luxury attd Ambitien 
had made Them really niteJ^tBrns, and their Neecflitie* 
fgrritpt. They loon became a Prey to the Invaders of 
ihe\T Liierties.^—'Siii it is ridiculous to comiwro' 
ihefe Tunes to iwifrefent, ar their Gavfrnvsents to omrs, 
whofe Conliiiution- and Maxims of Policy are {o very 
different. I mention it only to obviate fuch an Ob- 
jeflion, and (haJl now return to the Subjeil of this Pa- 
per, withmt any farther Digieffion.

As tJie lUches and Strength of this Nation tie unde- 
niably owing to our Commeru, h it is equally cenai» 
dut our Commerce is fupported by the Produce of our 
Land}, both at home ind abroad, which turn the Bal- 
knee oiTrade in our Favour. Whenever therefore the 
Price of our Catamoilitifi and ManufaBans '•» fo far ad- 
vanced by high Duties and Incumbrances npon them, 
that other Nations can afibrd to underfell us, and drive 
our Merchanti out of foreign Markets i the Confequence 
mull be, that our RUbes and Pemer will fink away 
wkh our Irade ; a general Scene dPaoerty will fpread 
illelf by Degrees amongll alt Ranks of People ; and I 
am afraid it will appear thai nur Ukrtiei will decline 
in Proportion. 

I lind myfelf ninning back again to the Subjcfl o' 
7raJe i and, indeed, the Liitrties of the whole Nation 
are fo elofcly connefled and interwoven with it, that it 
is impoffible to divide them intirely from each other. 

Bui whatever may be thought of Commerce, or the 
Merehanti. there is one Point in the Stbime of Exri/ei, 
which afFcfta us all, as Englipaen and Freenen, in' the 
moft fenfible Manner, however feparate from, or tm- 
eoncem'd m Trade ; I me»n the Numhet-^ OffiterSt 
which muft be quarter'd upon us far that Pujpofe. 
. It is agreed on all Hands that the Happinds of this 
J^ation confifta in being govem'd by Laws of our wpa 
making i That is, hyoar DspstUimd Reprefentalwei, 
This is the fiindamenial Principle of our Conftitutjon, 
og' which our Uiertiet and Pnptrties depend. What- 
ever therefore tends, in any Degree, to the Infringe- 
nient of the Privileges and Independency of that Affem- 
i!y, is fufficient to give us a reaibnabjc Jealoury, and 
ought to be oppofeJ with the utmoll Vigour. 

The gteat Burthen of our natmal Debts, and the 
Multiplicity of 0#rtn, occafion'd by them, befides a 
nvrrxioMi ft aniHrig Army, have already given the Cretait 
a prodigious Addition ofPower, unknown toourPorc 
fathers.^ The pre&nt Number of thefe Offieeri, nvi 
iiod 
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md miStaty, ii fo ve^ luge, that it is impoflible to 
make uiy jull Computation of them. Moll of thefe 
Gentlemen are ablblucely dependent on the Croton, 
which hath the fde Power of putting Them in and 
tummg Them out of theii Employ menu. Many of 
Them are Perfons of fuch dillinguifli'd Figure, Fortune 
ttnd Intereft in their refpeflive Counties, that They »re 
cither chofen Mfini^s of Par/iamfSt tbemfihes, at have 
a very great Influence in the EleSion nf ithen. The 
fubaltepi Part of Them have lilewife a proportionable 
IntereR, which They are obliged to make Ule of, wliac- 
ever may be their natural Principles, accoidii^ to the 
Direilion of their Superitrs. 

Perhaps, it mav not be proper, or fafe, to explain 
thb Point any fartW, with Regard to the Officers el- 
ready efiabltjk''d ; but I hope every EHgliJhman \» at 
Liberty to oSa hia Sentimcata againft the tacreafe ^ 
S5/Mr,efpeciaUy Thofe of the Exeifi.

Tliis ]s a very stnbiguoui Form of ExprclEon, and 
it is difficult to deieiiiUDe whether He mmu that there

Jbr EUSions, whoie whole Iniercd depended on their 
ftjwer of recommending Perfoni toOfieei tit the Re- 
vetme. ButThis is needlcfs atpfereni; for even tlie 
Lelter-writer )\\\TSrM (if I dopot mifrake hisMeaningl 
fecms to acknowledge the Influence of iheff Getitlemen, 
when He tells us that there is m Increafi of Officers 
fmpofed, that mny endaj^er the Liberties eftbe Pet^e. 
Nay, I will go Hill firmer, and even fucpore that all 
Peribns concem'd in the Cellenim of the Revenue will 
flriflly coiform Themfelves to thi Letter of the Law; 
and refrain from intermeidling in EleBttns, bj Wer^, if 
Writing, or Uefage; ye;, even in thatCa'e.They wiJl 
have an Influence by Virtue of their Trnp/iiTmcit/i and 
jnanj- People under their Power (foch as Aiehoufi' 
keepers and tUtle Rrtaikrs tf extifeal/le Cmmoiliiiei^ 
will be induced to vote agreeably to their known Incltr 
nations, for fear of being harrais'd and molcUed by 
Them, on fome fvimre Occafion. 

Anelber ObJeSitm, which may poffibly be made to 
flur Aigu mints, a ihac if Cu^em-houje Off-ars will ven- 
ture to break through the Liws. Thev ivil! have as 
much Influence avtf Eiellkni as Exdje Officers, and 
theiefare oai Liieriiej can be in no msre Danger from 
ene than the ^ther ; but this Objeflion is partly anfwer'd 
already by what We have &id in our laii Paper, con- 
tcming the Lams efExeife, which make a very mate- 
rial Difierence in the Cafe. Befides, We are ready to 
allow that Cuftom-hexfe Officers have had too much In- 
fluenre in fcveral CouniicF, particularly in Curntval; 
but their Power is chiefly confined to Sea-Port Tovins, 
and Boraugbs it^ong the Sea-Coaft ; whereas a general 
Converfion of Cujfms into Exeifrs will fpread Them

gN former Times the Kings of Snglan/f, 
C Ijltc oilier Githici Ptinccr, fupported 
■ Themfelves by iheir Demffnes, or thore 
B Eftates, which woe allctwd lo Them 
& upon thePardtion of conijuer'd Lands ^ 
^ imi, in Proeefs of Time, thofe Reve- 
nues being alienated from the Creten, and granted a— 
way to MiniJiiTs and Fwourites, our Kings were obli- 
ged to ask Jids and Subfidies from their People, It 
ha:h bcea Matter of Dil'pntc whether the antient, or 
modem Way of providing for the Croww, is moil a- 
greeable to tlie Eafe and Dignity of the Prince, as wril 
»s the Libertiee of the People. Thofc, who have writ- 
ten iii Favour of an bereditmy Luitd-Revenue, give 
for their Reafons that it is more honourable for the 
King to fubfift upon an Eftale, which He can call bit 
cwv, than Upon tlie Labour, Manufafturcs and Trad* 
of his Suljelii; and Lllat what lie received by thefi 
Tinaies came chearfully from the Pcop!e, becaule 
Tliey had good Bargaiiis from the Crown. On the 
oiher Hand, ii is alledgcd that the pcrfin/il Strvke, by 
which the People held their Eflates, ivas very opprei- 
five, and tept 'rhem in a Stale ofScrvitude and Depett- 
dcnry on the Crown i Hiaibtd Kings, whohadluth 
larj;e 
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luge RCTCoaei of iheir oivn, migbt be templed tQ 

■like Themfelves tblblute, as feveral had endeavour d 
'«> da t and dot the Liierties sftbt fupU are more 
fecme, whilft the Frhce u obliged to rely on 72v«i 
for his MaintCQance and Support. Thefc Arguments, 
BO doi^t, would be nllow'd to ouiy a. gteit deal of 
W^ht, if We could always be fuie of having a »i//, 
Aw^ind UMcorrupt PtrJUiMit; but as .this Difpiue 
ia dot (rf^ any immediate Conference lo the prelent 
Efiquiry. I mention it cmly by Way of JntroQuilion 
ta this Efiay.

" Thefe Sind of Taxn, imm which this Side of 
" the World had been exempt for feveral Ages, were

" were Ftrdinand and Atphsnfa of ATagen, Kings <S 
■< Hapks, and Ladmiici Sforsca, Duke of MUmsi; who

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all This end in i Thefc Exadljons Iwd fo provoked 
the People, that neither the Innocence and Virtue 
o!FerdiMnJ, Alphofifih Son. nor the darit Wifdom 
and Subtleties of tedtviUk could avail Theai in 
" Time of Danger; inibmuch that They both lofl 
" their Domioioiis to the Tremh, without hardly ftiili- 
ing a Blow. The Neccffities, introduced by the long 
Wars in //a/v, brought /ii^^ Sorts af fFaxenanraia, 
Vogue, and They were chiefly made Ufe of by the 
« TtttU Princes there, who creaed to Themfdves Ty- 
" rannies in fevem! Cities. Not long after, ihh Way 
tf raifirtg Monty got Fooling in Spain, and the Tax 
was called "i^AUahala; by which tha King was 
to have the tenth Part irf all, that was Ibid, or ex- 
chai^ed. It was £rfl Iiid towards defraying the 
Expencea of the Wats of Grannda againit ihe Moiri, 
and continued for fome Time, tiiough the War was 
ended ; but by the Authority of that grtat Mmiflcr, 
Cardinal Ximenes, it was abolifh'd. They had Uke- 
^vifc Taxes upon the Conjumption, long ago, in 
Tranei, as in the Reign of Cbilperit; which the 
People thought fo burthenfome, that many deferred 
their Country apon that Account, and We hear 
not of them again in their Hiilories, till Ibme Age9 

" And at to Exd/ei, Gabels, and .high Duties upon 
" Irade, they were unknown amongft the Founders of 
*' the Englip Government, or of the kingdoms round 

The [erne Gentleman 'obferves, in another Place, 
" that France was once upon a right Foot, in Relation 
*' lo'its Liberties, but that They, who perufe their 
" Hiilories with Care, will hnd tliat ariitrary Petver 
" did not fo much tiring in hg^ Taxes, as that iigi 
" Taxes introduced arbitrary Petnert for when ihae

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I have quoted ihefe PaflSgea from a very good Judge 
cf 7rade, to let my Readers fee his Opinion upon this 
Subjcft.

t»f Time obtain'd the Denomination of Cuftoms, be- 
ciufe thoie Duties had been u/ualh/, or cuftimnrilj 
paid I but Excifes are Inventions bffo modern a Date, 
that tKe very Name is not to he found in our hiw- 
Beeki tiil about tbe Middle of the Ult Century. 
. The firit Attempt to introduce thefi faxes intp 
EngUnd Was in the Year 1 63,6, by Way of Commif- 
jffea anier tht great Seal; but the Parliament remon- . 
{tiated againft it as illegal, beeaufe seitkeat tbt Ccnfint 
^ the Pee fie, and feveial of the Membew, in their 
Speeches, inveigk'd againft that Manner ef lexatiea. 
The bed Account of that AiiaJr, which I have fecn, 
hi\a'i.'^Q(k.,m\\\eAtbe Cajt of the Bankers, ic. writ- 
ten by Mr. turner, a Batrilier of Gref s-Iitrs ; from 
which I thinfc it proper to give my Rcadew the fol- 
lowing Extraftj.

" that They durft cot agree thereto, till They had 
*• conferr'd with the CoeffrtWand &««^/, foi which 
" They fervcd ; whith Sir Edward Coke eljo fidtb it 
" a Law anti Cu/iom sf ParlUment. Nayr when ths 
** Point debated hath been of CohcemmcBt to ««/ 
" particular Beij Bf Men in the Kingdom, ai the Mbx- 
" CHARTS, IJt. the Commm would determtne no> 
" thmg therem, till They had firficonliiked tticMiK- 
" CHANTS themfeWes, how far the A&tter mighi 
** ftand with their Profit a*d Convenience. 

Tbiu was the firfl Attempt to mtradoM Exe^i in 
diis Kingdom defeated bf Parliam«t, out of Regard 
toTroJe and a Tendenicl* fot the Britijh UmiMttt 
1 but the next Effort hid more SaCceA, in the Times 
of oar eivil Wan, whsn the Parliantitt, having tiy'ii 
1^ other Methods cfmiAng Hwiey to pay thdi' Anhy, 
were (^liged to make Uie ck'ta Extifi ; yet tho&gh 
They pleaded ab^htetleeeffnj, in Excafe for thisE*- 
pedient, snd continued it ohly from Month (o Moach, 
*e Execution of it raifed a Sedition in Lcndan, and' 
nothing bat a Urge fiaadtTig jfrmj could have forced 
it down upon the People even at that Time, when 
They were generally dilaffefted to the CeKft, and fided 
with the Parliament againft it. . 

1 beg Leave, in this Place, to quttte a I^ffiige or' 
two {mmH^ePa Letters, which v3ierc written at 
Aat 'Hmc, aiid contain fome very pertinent ObfiOTa- 
uoot on t!ie £iine SubjeA.

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In one of thefe Letters to a Frieud at BrufftU, af- 
ter giving an Account of the great Confuiions a-

** liament lave one, fo odidus, tliat when Si/ Dudln

" bel of Orkanj, which began in the Time of the 
*' League, and continueth to tliis Day, notwithftand- 
-" ing the Ciut ceafed about tbreefcore Yeara fince ; 
" touching wiiich a pleafantTale is recorded o^ Henry 
*' the great, who, fome Years after Peace was efta-

Excife; \xa% thus introduced amongfi ro, during 
the civil War, We cannot be furpiiied to find the 
fame Method of Taxing continued and elfablilh'd after 
the Refieratian ; fincc it was natural for the Cottrt-Pertj 
to bnild upon fuch a PreceifenI, as all Parties we ape 
to do, and to argue that h would be onreafonable and 
highly difrefpeflful to refnfe hi« Majefty the fame, or 
the Sie Datiei with Thofe, which had been laid upon 
the People, under an Ufurpaiion, by the pretended 
ASenoia of tJiertj ; efpecially fincc hij Misfortune* 
and long Exile, whh the particular Oicumlkncu of 
thofe Times, had put Him under great Neceflitics for 
Mon^. This, I fey, was a plaufible Argument, and 
nobody can wonder that it prevail'd in the firft Ho- 
ney-Moon of Joy, upon that great Turn of Aflairs { 
but the Methods and ArtificK, by which the Cturt ac- 
«ompIi(h'd their Scheme, deferve our farther Confide- 

The Coart »f Wards had long been a moll terrible 
Grievance to the whole Nation, as it fubjefled every 
Man's Eftate to the Power of the Crown, and made 
the landed Men of England little better than lenants 
far Life. The Eoufe of Commons had often ctidea- 
vour'd to get this Court abolifli'd, and foon after the 
R^trttien rcnevv'd their lafianco to ihit Purpofe i 
but 
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EquiTalcnt for it, and after lerera! Deliberations on 
that Subjrfi, it was agreed to fettle 100,000/. ferJnn. 
on the Crman, in Lteu of the CWrt af Wards. Sever*! 
Schemes wete liitewife offtr'd fcr niiiing this'Money; 
but at lait They refolved to lay it upon Land, and ap- 
pointed a Ccmmiittt to fettle an tqualRete upon ererv 
County towards it. 

It defsTTW a Remark, that this Sum of 100,000 /. ftr 
Ann. was abtwe as much again as the Crown gain'd 
by the durt of Wards; for though it was an iniolcta- 
ble Grievance to the Subjeft, yet as the fTard^ipi 
were commonljr granted away to MiMiJlrn and Fa- 
VBuritis, the King got but little by them Him&Jf, be- 
fides lU-witl. 

However, the ParRament did not ftici at the Pj-iee, 
but were fefolved, as We fhal! fee immediately, to free 
Themfelvea and their Country from the Dominion of 
foch an arbitrary Court at any Ejtpence. 

The Committee having fettled a ittto Ratt, reported 
it to the Houfe, in Puriiiance of their Order, and it ii 
cnter'd in ihijaumali but in the mean Time, the 
King was advifed by his MiHifitTS, or fome iitih/el- 
Jifi PryeStri, who always fwarm about Courts, to 
ask for a Grant of the Excife upon Betr and JU, in- 
dead oi t\\i: E^valent on Land. They reprcfented to 
Him that the Exeijt would bring in five or fix TimeJ 
as much a« the Commons propofed to give Him in the 
tlher Method i and, perhaps, fome Arts might be made 
ufe of to draw the Land-helder! into this Scheme, by ' 
terrifying Them with the Profpca of a Land-Tax, 
which would be a perpetual Mortgage and Incum- 
brance on their Eflates. Be That as it will, the King 
was encouraged to attempt it, and boldly aife'd for tM 
whtU Exnjei.1 once; That is, fof one Moiety of it to 
be fettled in Fee on the Crown, as a Rccompence lor 
aboliihing thcCw/ of Wards, and the other Moiety 
.ea Himfelf for Life. The firji Part of thb Scheme 
pals'd 
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pafstd very glibly, by bribing fome of the Membcri 
and threatening others with a PilToIutJon. But at fir& 
a Negative was put on ihs latter Part of it; which 
enraged the Gaurt to a greit Degree, though the 
Moiely, V^hich They had already obtairi'd, amounted 
to 300,000/. inlWd of 100,000/. propofed by Par- 
liament, However, by renewing their Briia and 
Mertnces Bfa Dijfo/uikn, ITicy carried their tiber Point 
Ijkewile, and got the ivboU Extifi fettled on the King, 
before the Seffion ended, 

Thui ivas rwif Grievance entail'd on lis in the Room 
of anatbtr. Whether We gain'd any Thing by the; 
Bargain, let the Publick determine ; but I will venture 
to give my Opinion that if the Exei/i vpaa Seer and 
Ale Ihould ever be made ihe Foundation of a general 
Zxcife, isfime Perfini too vifibly defign it, the Con- 
iinuanec of the Ctart of Wards would liave been a 
jnore tolerable Evil ; for Thut chiefly afFeded the 
richer Sort ofPeople; but a general Excije will not 
only be a gnawing Canker on our Landi, but likewife 
fuch a Burthen on our MattufuSurei and Nas/^atiov, 
as mull in Time deliroy our Trade, and \vith it the 
Tiichei, Povier and Libertiet of the whole Nation. 
- ' The wife and boneftPait of that Parliament were 
aware of This, and therefore oppofed the Exiife, as a 
Monftcx big with many fatal Evils ; but ike/ervi/e and 
mercenary Ihrd were too numercu', and eirried all 
before Them. 

The ody remaining Comfort was, that me Mohty 
of this extraordinary Tax was to determine with the 
King^s Life ; and This was made an Argument againft 
£he Exthfion-Bill by tiie Cmrt Parly, who endea- 
your'd to extenuate the Dangers of a Popip Sueerjir 
on that Account. They urged that the Determination 
of lb large a Part of the Revenue, upon die King's 
Death, would render hi= Brother incapable of forcing 
his Religion upon us ; and there would, no doubt, 
have been Ibme Force in the Argument, had a Moiety 
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^ the EXfife aflually deiermiiKd, when it cealed hj 
Law ; but when King Jamn fuccteded to the Thione, 
the Parliament wsm in fo good an Homonr, [u Parlii- 
■nents geneialiy are it the Beginoing of a Rdgn) that 
They not only gave Him the wbeh Exriff, which hit 
Brstbtr enjoy'd, but likewife an additional Duty upoa 
Wine, Tobacco and other Ciamaditits. This, indeed, 
ceafcd fat the prelent with the nn&rtanate Reign of 
that Prhtte, when our Ixws and Libeities received ■ 
new Confinnation, and many Grievances were re- 
drefc'd by the Bill ofRigbli; but the whoU Exeifi 
Mfm Bter tmd JU was cmtinued to King William, and 
more than one Attempt wu made, in hij Reign, to 
extend it into a gentral Exeifi, under the old Prctenca 
of Nec(£ilj, to carry on the War, which ivm then 
t»ed^ 6iR i^itik FtBtice i bilt this Ddign was lb 
▼^oronS}' oppoled hy many Perlone, the moft zealonfly 
■feflcd to Liberty and the Revektim, that the Pri- 
jt^frr were obliged- to lay it afide. Amohgft theii 
sonefl Patriots were the late excellent Lord Sotnmeri^ 
t/iT. Hampden and Mr. Lucie ; the two iali of whom 
here .\(k tbeir Teftimoniei againfE it in Print. Mr. 
HampJe^i f leatije npon this SubjtA hai been of great 
Ufe to me already, and I (hall have Oceafion to take 
tin &ntf liberty with Mi. Lnit in fiime feHowii^

Jn order theretbre to obviate all fuch ridiculous Eva- 
fions, I will tell Them very plainly what 1 mean by 
Exeifis i Thai is, all Impofitims on Hami-Confumption, 
wbieb are eeUeStd by partuular OJiceri under tbt 
Crown, and fubjeil to tbe hKVss or Excise. 

It is abfclutely indifferent to Us, whether /a^ft Im- 
pefitioas are call'd Extifes, Inland Duties, or any othei 
Namej for nn Island Duly, anda the LawJ 0/ Exei/e, 
is the very lame Thing to all Intents and Pu/polef 
with an Exeife, except in the Sound of it. 

I mention the Term, laiand Duty, becaufc thcj^onoti- 
rable Geiillemaa vras plealcd CO auUte Ufe of itHimfelf, 
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■bout eight Ye^n (go, when the Cujleim m lia, Ceffet 
and Cbactkit were convened imo ui Excife ; utd at is 
verj remarkable that in the J8, midc Ibr that Pur- 
pole, the Word Exiife is very cautiouil/ avoided, 
though the Pnetrs of Excife are gnnted in as full and 
ample Manner as in any Excije Law whairoever; aO 
the Psners, Ftnaltiei end Forfeitufes, cantained in tit 
ja of the I2tb b/Am; Charles lid, er akt other 
Laws nna in Faree, riUting U Ale and Beer, ar aber 
Liqiurs, being transtet'd to tbii Acl. The Judgmuits 
of the Ctmra^mtri are declared final, and not Itabk 
to be removed hy Ctrtitrari into the Courts of AF^- 
mi»M. 

It is proper to acquaint the Reader that when tbit 
jig was nude, it was propofed to appoint Ctmmiffim- 
tri ,on Purpofe for managing tiefi Duties ; biit at 
prefent they are colkftcd by the Offers sfExtife \ and 
will any Man pretend to fay that an bland Duty, 
under thefe CircumlUnces, is not propcrlj' in Extije, 
io the true and natural Senle ef that Word \ 

As that AB will probably be made the Ground- 
Work of i)\<:prffentSihime, if it flwuld ever -be carried 
into Eiiecution, and the toartbjGenlleman, who hitth 
the Honour ot being thought the Pn^eltar of it, is 
now made a Judge o^er the Properties of his FeUovv- 
&ibjcfli, I could wifh that Mr. Basket wouH be 
pleaifd to print a new Edition of it, for the Ufe and 
Comimplation ofhis Coutitrymen at this junttuie, 

\ iiave been in&rm'd that an Attempt was made, in 
the laSl Reign, to extend the tafoj a/£x«> to all U&S 
relaiing to the Cuftoms; and if tbatStheme had taken 
Place, We fhould have entertain'd juft the &me Opinion 
of it, though lim/e Duties had flillVetain'd the Name of 
CuJlfPis i but the Mercbantt had fo much Intereft at , 
that Time with the Minifters, that the ProjtB was laid 
alide, upon their Repreieniation.

I don't Itnow what the Gentlemen m the ether SiJe 
may underffiand by ^ gmiral Exeife ; but I think aNa- 
lion may be properly laid to be under liich a Calamity, 
when tlie Ntajfarin and Camienienets eflAft art ^t~ 
nernlly excifed ; or, to fpeak more in their own Sty te^ 
when this Method of coUeBing iht Revenue it becomt 
general; That h, lommm and uftial in meji Cemmidi- 
ties. Perhaps, thefe Gentlemen may mean an univer/iit 
Exeife, when They fpeak of a general Exeife; and 
then, indeed. We can never be faid to be in fuch ■ 
terrible Cafe, as long as there is one individaa! Species 
of Goods or Commodities, which We eat, diint, wear, 
or oihctwife ufe for the Support, Convenieney and 
Fleafure of Life, which remains free from thii Kind ^ 
faxatim; but as the Words themfelvcs ciimot be ufed 
in this £en!e, wiih any Propriety of Language, fo I 
believe there never was fuch an univerfel Exdfi, in 
any Naiion, fince the World begun, and I hope there 
never will, as long as it lafls. 

I am foiry, indeed, to obferve that the Praiflice of 
'multiplying /iv/i'D«/i>j from Year toYear, which feeni» 
>to be growing too falhioiiable amangti us, hath cciiainly 
a Tendency, at leaft, not only lo ^general, but even an 
imiverjal Exci/e. Nay, I wiih it could not be afferted

Other Provilian5, upon which the poor Farmer, Ijl- 
bourer and ManufaAurer alnioA wholly fublifl. 

Sorry I am that there fliould be any Occafien to lay 
Men the Wound* of my Country in ihia Manner ) bui 
(hey require learching and pn^ing to the BotMm, ia 
«rder to be heal'd ; and fomebodjr muft undertake ths 
Surgeeii'i Wari, di&greeable at it is, though Mr. Of- 
hrne thinks fit to decline it.

incnt ; and is there is a great Number of the moft con- 
fidetahlc Land'hoUtTS in both Houles of Parliwnenf, it 
may be reafonaMy fuj^ied that They will hy hold of 
^e firft OpportunicT to eafc Themfelvies from (his 
Burthen. "Whereas Wc are taught by Experiemx that 
Exi:ifei cammanXy hKoras perpetual, even aimoft with- 
oat Exception, when they are once laid; and as this 
Sebemt is dcfign'd only to liipply the Neceffilies of the 
Government, in Time of P^jf/, fo the /"i-ff/ftfcrj will, 
I fear, have Recourfe to a Land-Tax, upon the firll ex-

Aslchofctoilluftrareandftrengthen the former Part 
of this Paper with the Author! tiea ni^XTWtmam Templg 
and Mr. Ueie, it may be proper to acquaint the Reader 
that what I have laid laft ij as ftrongly fupported by the 
. Retftmings of Mr. Hampden, who preftra a Laad-Tex, 
or even iTie Revival of the Cbsmnej-M<mey, to any Kind 
of «nw Extijei ; which muft end, as He obfcrvea very 
. jnftly, in a general Exeife. ' 

He concludes his Cai^derntmt en tbit Sui/eS, at I 
flwU do at prerent, in the following remarkable Words

■' and becaufe my chief Intent in writing ii, as I faid

" Land-Tax, as to offer fome Confideiations, which 
" might lhe\v the Danger of a General Excise.

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The general Argument againft Excisgi concluded 
and fumm'd up. 

SAVING noW gone through the fevetal 
_ Branches of the Ai3ument againft Ea- 
ciEE!, I fliall karve the Merchants to 
defend their own Caufe, .as They may 
I judge pioper, when ihe Particulars of 
' the Scheme are more fully explain'iii 
and I cannot conceal my ^tisfiiflioii, upon obicrving 
'that 
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that what I have written upon this Subjeft feema agreea- 
ble to ihe Seniitnenta o{ thofi GfniUmen ; for tie fe«- 
fonlbfc Refolations, which, I am told. They have 
lately taken to oppore an Exciji, under any Shape, by 
- all dutiful and lawful Methods, are fufficienl to juftify 
the Courfe of thefe Pipers, and to convince the World 
that I have ncJt endeavoor'd to alarm Them without 
juft Grounds. _ 

My chief Ddign in this Enquiry wai to give the 
Publick afullStateof the Subjeil, in general, without 
entering into any Particulars i and therefore I would 
not fuffer the Thread of my Argument to be inter- 
rupted by any of thore Objeftions to it, which have 
been thiwvn out in fome daily Papei's ; for though f 
•fomiled to confider every Tking ef Weight, that Jhauld 
•e urged en the other Side, it cannot be erpcftcd , that I 
fhould turn immediately out of the Road, to combat 
ioch Adverlar^eB as have hitherto appear'd againll Mc. 
Nay, I bc5icv! the Projeltors themlelves would be very 
Bnwilling to have it thought that the Stre& of their 
Argument lies in tbofe Pilfers ; and therefore I chufe to 
wait a Wedt or two longer, u Expejktion of leeii^ 
the SubjeA undertaken by fome abler and better in- 
firu&d Hands. However, if it Ihould appear chat 
die Pnjellerd are refolved to purlue their Scheme, and 
felt the Merits of it on the Writings of /iiJ/iGni/jfeiw/ff, 
the Force of their ObjeftioM ftiall be confider'd in due 
Time; and if They have nothing in Refeive, much 
more to the Purpole than what They have already 
piodaced, They will be lb far from having any Reafon 
to trium[^, that my Argument will appear with new - 
Strength and Luflre upon fuch an Examination. 

For thij Reafon, I hope my-Corrcfpondents will not 
tate it ill that I have hitherto made fo Utile Ufe of

theCrnm, for the Continnance of their Places, maybe 
tempted, in bad Reigns, to give unjull Sentences againll 
particular Men, in order to gtstify the Malice, op 
Avarice, (^ a cefrupl Minifier. Nor is This the only 
bad Citcumllaace of Exeijii, with Regard toTra^i 
for no Man outptopedy call his Goods bit own, even 
^er the Duty ti f'd, bdng always liable to the In- 

Snifition ai little Officers, who too often think it their 
Jutv to be at vexadous as pofliblej nor can the 
trailer dilpofe of them without a Permit ftata one of

■nd the Air of Slavery, that it carries along with it, 
muft prove vciy prejudicial to the Cout& of hb 
Buline&.

tatioB i if it ii of fuch pemicioug Confequence to the

pn^iofad by it; but, on the comiary, will puta finilh- 
u^ Hand CO all our Misfortunes, and deprive usof our 
mofl difiinguilhing Piivileges above other Nations ; if 
This, I &y, ihould appear to be the Cafe, We have 
Itealon to-hope that our ReprcTentativea in Parlianlent

Are not ioib equally opprelBve to the People, at 
whofe Expence they in mamtain'd; and may not ene 
be made Ufe of to take away their Liberties, a3 well 
as the ether ?— —In former Reigns, indeed, fome of 
cur Princes raifed and maintain'd Armies, by Virtue of 
their own Authority, under the Pretence of Prmga- 
tive. This was cooiemn'd as illegal, loon after the Ri- 
BelutieH i and the Realbn of diftinguifhmg between a 
national, or Parliamcntarj Army, and a rxal Army, in 
the BiH of Rights, Was founded on a Preiumption that 
a free Parliament, which was likewifc provided for in 
thejkme Bill, would never confent to a ftanding Army, 
in Times of Peace, when there could be no Occafion 
for them, befides oppreffing and cnflaving the People.

fee that thcThirft ofPower and Command it apt to 
prevail, in ambitious Minds, over the native Love of 
Liberty; and all Regani for the Welftrc of Pofterily. 
If th^fbre any Prince fliould be able to make it their . 
unmediatc IntereH to concur with Him in hisDclign^ 
an Army, commanded hyfiicb Men, would certainly 
be of the moft formidable Natare. " I am ready to allow 
that Officer!, who are obliged to follow the Camp for 
a Livelyhood, lye under greater Temptations lo obey 
■any Oniers s but then it ought to be confider'd that, 
in fuch a Cale, all the Nabililj and Gentry in the 
Kingdom would unite againft Them, and give ui a 
feir Chance of defeating their Delignsj wheien if a 
great Number of ibofe Gentlemen fhould be induced, by 
any Confidcrations, to aft in Concett with the Prinze, 
and put Themfelves at the Head of his Jrmy, ail their 
Relations, Dependents and Followers woaid naturally 
throw Themfelves into the fame Scale, and thereby 
weigh down the pepultir Iniereft.

The belt Man in the Woild ought 
not to be tmfted with the liberties of a People, who 
Cinnot properly be faid to be free, wheti They have 
put it in the Princii Power to make Himfelf abfolute at 
Pleafute; for it is aTi cicelient Oblervatipn of the Ute 
Mr, FUttber of Saltatva, that a Gmernment is not en^ 
a Tyranny, tebeii tyrannically cicrcifed i iut alji 
when there ii na fvfficient Cautim ia the ConJHiutian 
that it may not h exercifed lyrannUaliy, 

Befides, We know by ft tal Experience that whatever 
Rjwcr is granted to the befi Prince, will be always 
claim'd as a Right by the wmrjl ; ind that a Parlia- 
metit cannot refufe it, without coming almoft to a 
Kupture, and ^ving Him to underfland that They 
dare sot truft Him. 

Let as now turn our ThoiHjhis a tittle to the Cbargt 
and. Opfrt^m of keeping up fuch a Number of Forces 
in Times ofPe»ee. The Sum granted by Parliament

Nobody can travel the Country without 
hearing Complaints of tiiis Kind, or being convinced 
of the Juflners of them with hia own Eyes j and 
thus We fee thefe poor People are already under the 
worft CompliMtion of Diiteoipcrs in the World j an 
Exdfeaniiftandin^Jrmy.^-^GoA grant that Aey 
may not foon aficfl us all alike F 

■This bidden Way of raifing Montj upon the People, 
(aB ^e fame Gnlleman jiiKy calls ii) "h ffay of Bil~ 
If ling, is not only a/arfta/ and anefiia/ Tax, which lalls 
intirely on me paniialar Body of Men, already dilbefi'd 
enough on other Account', but is likewife attended 
with a farther bad ESeft ; as it gives TbDfe, who have 
the Direflion of our jirmj, an Opportunity (jf oppreC- 
fing fome Varty <f the Nation, and exemptii^ etheri, 
juK as They iiappen to pleafe, or difpl^fe Them in 
the Choice of their Reprifeatathes. Thus mmr the- 
Freedom of Ehaioni be violated in the moil eftftual 
Manner, and a Parliament pack'd at the Diicietion of 
the Caurt. 

It is meet Trifiing to lell us, that no luch Thingi 
have been done in ^is Reign, or under, ihis jfdmini- 
Jlraliott.

Thii They are pleafed 
to call a Handful of Men ; tho* it is a more numerous 
Body than was ever kept up here, in 7'imes of Peace, 
till of very late Years j uuleii tbefe Gentlemen fliould 
think fit to inftance the Reign of ^111% James the 2d, 
who daim'd a dijpenfing Poteer, at the liime Time, and 
made an open Attack upon'aU our Laws and Liberties. 
Nay, it is a much larger Number than was thought fuf* 
ficient for our Security at home, even during the two 
laft Wan, w'hilfl a Pretender to the Crown waj publjck- 
ly cntemined at the Court of Franee, and Louis tlie 
14th lay under the flroiigeA Temptations, both ofPrinr 
ciple and Intereft, to difturb us at home, in order to d> 
vert us from pufldng the War with Vigour abroad.

fidir ff a ftanding Force, whieb fi>all be fuffieieet tt 
tfpofe a foreign Power, viUbeul anfiderirtg it, at the 
fame Time, fufficient lofupprefi ibe Subjefl at home ; for 
Tiey mufi ^M(Thofe, wbo, joufupp^fe, can heat\l% j icnd I 
tnuft confefj I am amoi/Ung to depend on tbeir goad Will. 
There are many Inftances of Nations, wtjch have 
been fubdued by a much (mailer Number of mercenary 
Tmopi than Thofe at prefent in Dirpuie j and, perhaps, 
I might add that no People in ihe World arc more liable 
to -thefe Dangers than Wc in England, -where there are 
fo few ^rw^ W/i-w, and Thofe in the ^/w^V Hands, ts 
well as the Militia and the civil Magifiracy ; beiides 
the vaft Influence, which the Difpofition of Employ- 
ment!, Office! and Hcntun, ecclefiafticil, civil and 
military, gives Hira over ftiany of the Nobility, Gen- 
try and others, in every Country. What therefore could 
3 rude, unarm'd, undifciplin'd Multitude do againll 
fuch a firm, united, and ^^eU-eompafled Force, even 
Suppofing there were nojlanding Army to oppofeThem f 
But when it is back'd with a Body oi eigbleen thoafand 
regular Troops, nothing but a Miracle could make any 
popular InfurriCtion fuccefsful, whatever Provocations 
there might be for it ; efpecially, if We confider the 
firther RcHraint of the Riot-Alf, which is fufficicnt cf 
Hfelf to crulh any fuch Attempt in its In&icjr ; and 
thus the People, in a bad Reign, would be obhg'd to 
fubmit to any Burthens, which their Governors might 
think Jit to lay upon Them.

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I mendon This, only to fliew the Dsageri of fueb a 
Feteer, in general, wiihout dedgnuig lo uifiiiuate that 
We haye any Reafon to' fear the bad Eflefts of it, it 
prefent ; bat it certaiijj' behbves a wife People to take 
fome Care ftw Pofterily } and as We have often been ttt 
du<.ed to the unhappy Necefiity of aflercingoar UbcN 
tiei, SwDid in Hand, We ought not to diveil Our- 
ftlve?, or our Children, of the fame Means, ifThey 
fiiould ever become necefTary, in Times to come i (or 
no People can be julilycaird/r«,as I obferv'd before, 
when Thejr have no dernifr Refirt from Oppreflion, 
and it i» in the Power of the Prinii to make Himfelf 
abfolnte, whaiever He plealia. 

But We can entertain no Apprehenfionsof this Nature 
from his frefent Majtjlj, who defires to reign in the 
Hearts of hii Subje^s, and hath been graciouily pleaiM 
to promire us from the Throne, that He taeuld redute bh 
forces ai fom as it eokld be dmewitbsut PrejuJite ta tie 
ttmmen Cauje, mid ctnfiftent tpitb the bittrtft ef bit 
Ki»gdtm. 

We wwein Hopes, indeed, that the late Treaty of 
Vtennt would have put Inch a delireable Opportunity tn ' 
bis Hands ; and therefbre a ReduSiim eflhe Army was 
propoTed and vigoroufly fupported by a great Number of 
Gentlemen, in the kft Scflion of Parliament ; but a e*r- 
tain bomurahU Perfin infilling very flrongly on the 
Neceffity of keeping them up, fir one Tern- longer, in 
order to fee whether the Ibvcral Powers of Eierept 
would acquiefce in the DifpoIitionB made by our latt 
Treaties, ^Majority tbonght iitto concur with Him I 
and fince none of thofe Powera haTC endeavour'd to 
embro^ the prefent State of Aflaira, Wc have the utmoll 
Rcaibn to expe^ nay to depend on « Reduflbn thii 
Year, when the Eipediency of fome Eafc to our 7raJ§ 
and Menufa^ttres is fa generally adtBowledged on all 
Sides, however Wc may differ about the Means. 

I am unwilling to fpccify any fartiathr Nuwiicr ^ 

IdtM, to wfaich our Aimy ought to be ledoced U tlie 

prdctu 
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prefent Junflure ; becaufc I think no mihlnryftani'mg 
force at all ought to be made a Part of- our Cesftitulkn, 
nor even kept up from Year lo' Year, more than is fuffi- 
cient tomanourftirrirons'at home and abroad j but 
whatever Reduftion oar Siiperion maf be picafed to 
make, I hope it will confiil in the breaking of ini'irt 
Carps, or Kegsments ; as That is the only Redudion, 
which can give lu «ny Relief from the Danger, ot any 
confiderable Eafe from the ^■x^eact oi i fianding A'my i 
for it ought to be particularly obferved that above half 
our Eipence, on this Account, ii oetafion'd by 'the great 
Number of Cptnmiffio'i and- Ntn-Csrn/siJJion K)ffietrs, 
who compofe our prefent Army j ani in Thia too eon- 
filb our chief Danger ; for as the Rcdaftion of 3,fia 
frivate Men in each Company would produce no con- 
fiderable Saving to the Pubtick, lb neither would iit eaile 
us from any reafenable Fears on that Account. Whiift 
the_/i«* Corpi are preierved, which are propcrl)' the 
Stamina ai a.-n AxTay , itwilllse a vety eafy Matter, at 
any Time, to fill ihem up, by only beating a Drum 
about Toitnj and therefore I IhoiUd look upon the 
frefeitt Army to be almoil as dangerous to our Conlti- 
tudon, though the Companies of each Regiment were 
reduced to twenty Men each. It is likcwife proper to 
oblerve, in this Plate, that though our 'Army does not 
■mount lo quite 18000 Men, yet, confidering the Aw 
Eftailifiiment eftbe Regimtnti, They may be very eafily 
increafed to a very formidable Numbw, without any 
confiderable Charge to the Crown. - 

But lince tmReprifintatmn thought fit, taft Year, to 
contend only for a Reduftioj) of the Army to twehe 
thu/and Mm, as a mms Malum, let us admit tliat 
Number xa be neceflary, at prefent, and fee what hath 
teen objedled to fuch a Reduftion. 

Mr. Walfingbam tells \a, that four thou&nd Men are 
ebfehulj neceffaryfer the Security o/'Scotland, and that 
two thoufand nor^ cummtnlj caiPdlnvuXiis, are made 
Vjd^ti iarrifaa tiefortijied Tottini j/"Engknd ; ft that 
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ifthe Number fiiuld ie ridactiM twelve thoufand Men, 
tbtTt would be IK more than fix thoufand, teha could bt 
made U/e if, en anj fvdden Oceafion, U repel MempU 
frtm abroad, or to aiiell b/urreffiom at hme. Headdi, 
tbat Part oftbefe Ax thoufand Men, and a vm greet 
Part too, mufi be encamped about London, for the Pre' 
fervatm of eommott SMel w the Capital sflbe Kihg- 
dem. — As the latterPirt of this Argument is taken al- 
moft verbatim from the Mouth of his bmourable Patron, 
t fliall pay more Regard to it than ,it would oiherwife 
deferne. 

I will admit, for Argument Sake, that four thoufand 
Men are necefaryfor the Security b/^Scotland; 
That is, not fo much to prevent any Invafion fmin 
abroad, as to keep Them in "a proper Subjeftion to Eng- 
land i for They are certainly a People of a very ftub- 
born Spirit, and do not pay dicir Taxe! w ith the fame 
Alacrity with ihdr Neighbours a little' mo je^«':fwar/. 
As an Engltjbmai, therefore I can have no Objeftioh 
againll bridling of Scotland} though I might, perhaps, 
&c of a difierent Opinion, if I l^d beeii born on ihe 
other Side of the Ttaeed. But I mull beg Leave to 
w'lih, on the fame Principle, as an EngUJhman, that 
We had fome Security that the Forces, which may be 
receflary for that Employment in Scotland, Ihall never 
be made Ufe of for the fame Pucpofe here 1 and I think 
jt would not be unreafonable 10 maj;e it equally penJ, 
by Law, for thofe Forces to pafs the Tweed, as it was 
for the Reman Army, employ 'd abroad, to pais the 
Rubicon. 

I will litewife admit two tboafa»d Invalids to be ne- 
cetfary for garrifoningour fortify'd Towns, without any 
firther Enquiry, and proceed to the Queftion whether 
fix ibtmfatid Men are not fufficient for all other juft an4 
reaibnabk Purpofcs of the State, in Times ofPeace. .

I am ready to allow tha^ in Times of Daagcr, when 
We have Reafon [o appreheod an InvalloD from abroad, 
or a RebeDion at home, it is neceflary to prevent any 
Infurreftions in the Cafifa! of ibe Kingihm ; but. 1 can- 
not poffibly conceive what Occafion there can be for ■ 
Body o^ four, cr Jivi tbeuJaiiJ regular Farcei to fecnrc 
die Quiet of London, in Times of Peace and Tranqui- 
lity, ukc the jSrefent. The chil Magiftratt, with the 
Amllance of the Militia, under proper R^ulatiom, 
would certainly be fuffieicnt to quell any little Tumults, 
which may l»ppen to.arife there. ^-^ But of This I 
Ihdl fpeak mere fiiUy in anolher Piper, 

The Kings of England have been (q long attended 
with a Body-Guard of regular Forces, that it would 
bethought Want of Rcfpeft to denjj his|)refcntMa- . 
jefly the fame militarj Equipage, which hw Piedeccf- 
Ibrs have enjoy'd fince the Refttratien i but furely a 
much lefs Number than Thofe, now qoarter'd about 
London and call'd Guard!, would be fuiGcienC for this 
Purpofe ; and nobody, I believe, will iniift on the 
Neceffity of Them for preferving the Peace at Operant 
and PUy-boafes. 

I mention This, without any Intention of pointing 
out ihc prefcnt Regiments of Guardi as the moft pro- 
per Corps to be broken, or reduced ; buf only to Ihew 
that fome of Them may be fafcly drawn out, upon 
Occafion, to ferve oiher Purpofes, Mfidcs guarding the 
Ferlbn of his Majeftj, and Iccuring the Quiet of the 
Cental. 

Let OS now take a View of the more general Argu- 
ments againU a Reduilisn. 

Firfi, it is faid by a mofi ingenioiu and forid Oratar, 
that We never did yet reduce ogr Army, bat that Re< 
Jaltien vias ibe Occafion if fome Plot, or Machination 
Ugaiiijl as. To fupport thb Objeflion, He inftances the 
hte Rebellion in Scotland, the Sfanifi IcTafion, and 
the Bifliop of Recbrfter'i Confpiiacy, in the lall Reign, 
at the Con^uences of reducing eur Jrmy, at feveral 
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Times. To 1^1* He might idd the Sautb-Sia Scheme," 
iJM Penitj-Pojl-Ltiter Plor, and BeUtnPs Qaufpiney, 
which are all as much to the Patpoie. The only An- 
fwa I Ihall maLe to this Objeftlon is, that it will hold 
equally ftrong againft a Reda&ion, at any Time, and 
is plainly calculated with a DcTign to prepare us ibr ■ 
ferpttual ftanding Army. 

Ofthe&me Nature hthe ATgoment ofaOT/i/r vfrj 
henourable Gentleman, coneetning the Danger of having 
the Pretender stol'n inu^nui. This naiurally put* 
us in Mind of Mr. Bays'/ ^rmj in the Rehcarlal, labieb 
lay Incog at Knigbli-bridge. Bui, to be as ferious at 
poUible on Tuch an Occafion, will not this Argument 
always hold, as long as there ia a Pretender to the 
Crown ; and fince the Perjen, who now cfaimi it, 
hath feveral Childten already bom, when can We hope 
to be relieved from the Burthen of aftanding Army, ac- 
cording to this Method of Reafonbg f 

The /"me Gentleman ii pleafcd to obferve, that the 
Interefi and Credit, lobieb every State in Europe hath, 
or can eXpeH, in tbepxhlick Negotiatitni thereof, depend! 
entirely upan the Number of regular Troops They ean eom- 
mmd upen any Emtrgenn. 

Now to This I reply, that if our Reputation airsad 
depends intirely upon the Number of ov.- landing 
Army at home, as He afferts. We ought to keep up three 
or four Tlnies the Number ; ■ but i muft beg Leave ta 
■pprehend that our Influence abroad depends on guile 
difierent Points, as I Ihall herealtet endeavour to dcmou> 
Urate. 

TWs leads me to another Aigument, in Behalf of 
ponding Amies, which hath been advanced by fome of 
his A&otates \ I mean, that We ought ta keep up at itaff 
fifty, «r Jixfy tboafand Men, if our Country wm not an 
^land; and, perhaps, I might have nothing to urga 
i^inft it, if TlMt was really our Cafe ; but fince God 
hath txen pleafed to etKompa& us with a natural De- 
fence of Seat and Refh, I cannot poJSbly conceive

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what Purp6fe fuch a SupiKiTition can fcrve in the prefent 
Argument. 

■ As to the JHfaffeBien of the Veople, which hath lile- 
ivife been urgii, on this Occafion, I think it TufEcient 
to anfwer that nothing ferves the Giufe of Jncebilifm 
fo much as keeping up a numeroai ftani'mg Army, in 
Tmei of Peace. To this I will add an old Obfcr- 
vation, and a wry juR one, though it may leem a 
little paradoxical ; vix. ibtt themoft liketj Wajta bring 
in ibe Pretender, is iurlhmng the Pceple wiib a laige 
ftanding Army U keep Him eut. 

It lath been farther urged, by tfic feme Gentlimen, 
that a Reduftion of vihoU Regiments would be at- 
tended with great Hardihips on many of thofc hrave . 
Officers, who have ferved their Counuy faithfully 
in the late Wars, and are diftbled, by their Profcl- 
fion, from getting a Livelyhood. in any other Way.. 
I heattily wiiK theie was no Weight in this Od- 
jeftioni which I really^ think to be an Objeftion 
againft a fianding Army in genera!, as it breeds up fo 
many Gentlemen to that Way of Life, and will always 
be a powerful Motive agaiilft any KeduSitn. But as no- 
• body can have a more" afteftionatc Concern for thafr 
Gentlemen than myfelf, fo I believe I may venture to 
promife for the Nation, in general, tliat if They were 
fure of bcihg -relieved from the Burthen and Dangera of 
a ftanding Army, in Times to come. They would not 
gnmble at any Provilion, , which the Parliament m^t ■' 
diink fit to make for the reduced Officer:. 

It is natural to make one Refleftion on the Tenor of 
all theie Argumenis ; hy which the bonouretU Genlle- 
man and hb Advocates lean wfolved to fulfil the Pte- 
diflJon of a J acobite Writer, iX. the Beginning of hja' 
late Majcfly'a Reign, who endeavoured to terrify the' 
Freeholders oiCreat Britain wiiJi Appiehenfions that, 
if the Whigs prevail'd. They mufl expefl to b« go- 
Tan'd by iflanding Artsy. 
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There are two Arguments more apinft •ny lU- 
duSim at prefent, which I OioU only juft mention, 
with a fhort Remark upon each. 

One v-aa lUrted by a very mtly Gentleman, who haxk 
lately diflingnifti'd HimlclT by hn Sptecbei at heme. ' 
This toartbj Orattr was pleafed to obferve that the 
Boay firniJaUiu and ftiitiim libtb, which had been 
Utely fprcad about the Kingdom, wert a fufficienc 
Proof that the Spirit tXyanbiiifm was not yet ezdn- 
gailh'd, and thcie£>ra We ought not to reduce any of 
eur Forcel But to This it was rcply'd, in a proper 
Place, that, even fuppofmg the Faft to be true, i and 
it would be meer Farce to difpute it wiih_/efi a Gta- 
tlemau) a frandiig Army ff/'ScuBBLEna feem'd to 
be a mote natural Expedient than a jfaading Arm-j af 
SoLDiiKS ; and, God knows, the prefent Adminiiba- 
don, or any Adminiftraiion, will never want fucli z 
Sa^iortl 

Thettber Argument, hinted at' above, was advanced 
\ij a Gmtkman, equally remarkable for his Nrgotiatims 
tariad; who pleaded ^^inlt the Redu<flion of the 
Army, becaufe the Csmmea-Cfuaci/ efLtiiAM thought 
fit to rejeft a Propofal for felting up King ff^i/iam't 
Statae in Cheap-fide, where They had lately got a Cm* 
duit pull'd down, with fome Difficulty, which had 
. provoi a great Nui&nce to Them. From hence one 
would naturally conclude that eighteen tbeufand Ma 
ought to be maintain'd for fetting up Sutuei, in Defy- 
ancc erf' the Citizens ; and it may, perhaps, leem fur- 
prizing to Ibme People diat T'hey have not yet been cm- 
ploy'd in that Service. 

I am forry (hat I cannot treat fueh Argument* as 
Theie, for the Continuftice of a large ftanding Army, 
without Ridicule; which I know is very dilagrecable (a 
the Gentlemen an the other Side. But it is, indeed, im- 
poffible to avoid it ; and I Ihould be really afhamed- to 
mention them at all, if they did not proceed horn 
Pcr/cns, to wlwm We are obliged to pay more than 
U z oidinary 
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jjrdmtry DeTeivnce. They muft tlKtc&re give me 
JLeave to apply the Words of a latt tainififrial Writer, 
in Favour of Excifei, to (he ptefent Putpofe. — 7J// 
/iv Fiee-Briton hatb ravid at in Print, and iii Patpona 
^at/i ntt bhfi/'d It dc it in Places, tabtrefucb fallaciti 
9>tTi mt aUtgitberft itnming/j intredvced. 
_ pot my Part, I ihirJt They had much better fpeafc 
j)Ht)|t once, and confefs, without any Heliution, iha 
jhe frefimt Nutitber ^military Farea is necelTary to fup- 
fOM a tirtaJH Sckeme jn Agitation, which They fiai to 
ce very difagreeable to the generil Indinatians of ihe 
People, 

- 1 4tall therefcwe ci»iclude my prefcnt Argument witli 
•obfetvJng, thai a ferpauaj ftanding Army of tighitai 
liouj'anil Men v/n even lately thought fo unjuAifiaUe a 
Subjefl, that th.c miniftnial Writsrs ufed to ccHiteod lot 
it only, during the unfeltkd Stele ef Jffairi, and pro- 
niifai us that We fhould be relieved from ibme Part of 
it, gs foon as they were adjufled ; but the Afguments, 
made Ule of lalt Year, give us the moA dieadiiil Ap- 
Eueheofioiu, aa they are ibutided on the Neceflity qf 
keeping up ibe fame Numitr ef Foreei al 4II Timet, 
However, fince the bmearahli Gmtiemaa in ibe Jd- 
miKftratian was pteafed to inliit uptu it, for *neX*»r 
#9^, till We law whether the Powers of Eur^ would 
Kqukfce in our late Treaties, and Dothing to the c<ni- 
traiy having iMcar'd, We hope that He will have the: 
Coodnefi to de&e it no longer ; for if the/ame Nuiiiier

{LcafoD to expeA a KeduOjon at any Time ; and thua 
a ftanding Jrmy of near eighteen theufand Men wiS, 
indeed, '.become a Part of our ConfiituticH) j or rather 
our aniitnt, civil Ctrnjlilutitn i*ill be in Danger of be- 
ing converted, by Degrees, into a military Government.

Ob ibefe two Bulwarks our Ancellors have tely'd 
with Safety itn' miny Geneiauons, and the molt glorious 
cf out former Kings have deTircd no other Guaid, in 
Times of Peace abroad, though They had powetAiI 
Competitras and Parties againft Them within the Bow- 
ebof^. the Kin^om; for txtxi durii^ the, long and 
bloody ConuJls between thcHoufes of^i and-Lixgt- 
eafter, it b very remaikable that whichever Pirty hap- 
pen'd to prevail. They disbanded 'AiOi A'my, as foon 
u the AAun was over, and Icoro'd to lecurc Thcm- 
H 3 fclvw, 
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Iclvet, by fobjefting the Kingdom to a aiUtarj Gwtrn- 

Thefe Points have been fiiUy exi^ain'd already by fe- 
vfial Wiiters of the firft Note i but the conftant Rntc 
lation of the fame Argumcnn for the Continuance of a 
fiawding Jrmj, from Time to Time, mafce it neceOary 
' 10 repeat the lame Antidotes againll them, by incul- 
cating into the Minds of the People where their rial 
Strttigfb and Sfcur/tj coadH. 

■ I will begin with our marilime forte i by «4id) I 
me>a oar ummerejal Navigaliai7, with a)l thevaftAd- 
vant^eg ariring from it, as well as outSiifi tfWar. 

I (uppofe it will not be deny'd that Wc aie at prefent 
pofle&'d ofthefincil Navy, both for Number and 
Strength, in th« whde World; perhaps, I might a^d 
A njuch finer one than England iifelf could ever boaft 
cf before, in any Agej unlefs i: hath been fufier'd to 
4ecline very laisly; which I hope We have bo Realba 
to fuppofe, or bdieve. 

It will likewife be alloVd that no Country exnila 
nt in the Skill, Braverv and Hardinefe of oar Seama. 
This is amply conferi'd by the Conduft of all Natiooi, 
cVen the word of our Enemies, who have \e& no Am 
lintry'd to delode Them into their Service; and ' I 
hattily with 7Vy had not fucceeded fo well in their 
Attemptt. 

Qui prindpal Inteieft therefore confifts in maintain- 
ing a jiraug naval Power, and encouraging an ixtntdti 
Cammerei. Thcfe /cm Pmis tiaye a mutual and ncccf- 
fiiiy Dependence on each other; for as fraiit caiuut be 
carty'd to any great Hdght, in the ptefent Cireum- 
ftances of Afiairs, widiout a fuScient Power to pioteft 
it againft all our Enemies and C<HnpeiitOT«t <b neitbn ia 
it pofCble for us to keep up/uci a Faair, without the 
Advantages oSt. largi andfiovrifiiii^ Trade. 

In tke next Place, a flriA Regulation ought to be 
•Ue-ved in the Management of our Mariwe; by mak- 
v^t'fiSiil^ftAmaoiMati4l Prifirmtiaii aad giving 
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e«iT Smbrs ali pafiible EnccnuagEmaK U oontioDe in 
ourSerTice, hy giedVftge, rtgtUr Pajmfnt, and pro- 
hibiting their 0£cas &«■! dOEcauding Them of their 
Ifgal Right!. 

ThecommonMethodornunningourFleetsby Im- 
ff^Hg is another Point, which dcfervw particular 
Notice. I un verily periiiaded, for my own ftxt, 
that this violent Way of proceeding hath diinn'd our 
Fleets, and tempted our Marinera to enter into Jtrtiga 
Servue, more than any Thii^ elfci nnleli it hepmcbii^ 
their Bellits, vn^ cheating them tf ihtir juft Dueii two 
Hardlhips, which a iravt EngUp Saifyr oan never for- 
jivc J aiid wliich ought, indeed, to be ftverely punifli'd,

blilh'd by it. Sure I am, that it carries a very arbi- 
ttaiy Air, and looks more like a 7urhjh than an £17^- 
Up Cuftom, to Ice an induftrioua poor Man fetzed ia 
the Streets, or opon the Water, Iw a Gang of RufBani, 
and dragg'd away, like a Felon, from hia Bnfinefi and 
hb Family, againft his Confiait, and without any Con- 
viAicnv of Gult, by ^ lawful Trial «f bis Cctrntryntn. 
Jt it likewife of very pernicious Confcquenee to Trade 
and MiTthandix.e, as welt as' prejudicial to the Service 
f& otjr Navv._— But This is fo copious a Sgbjefl, 
that I mufioefer the &rther Eiunioation of it to kime 
Other Oi^ortimiry, and fhall now proceed to the I^]int 
in Hand. 

Wfailft we ara able to keep up foch a nMal Pewer in 
in fiill Vigour, by employing it in the Protection, En- 
couragement and Extenfion of our Cenimeree, by which 
only it can be fu{nx»ted, we fliall eafily miintam the 
Swtre^tj eftbt Sean and whilft We ctaitinue Matters 
«f tbgt SUment, we may &f^y defpile any InvaSans, 
«r AtCcmpU fituu abK«tl. It ii ttua lattrifme Ferrej 
(emmtrdat 
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ammtreial tu well as military, and not the Numier of 
tur Ttgulitr Traepi (as the banaurabh Gtatltman is pica, 
fed to affertl bj uibiib every State meafurts etir Slrca^tb^ 
and en which our Influence and Credit,, in the puhtiek 
NegoliatimJ ^EuTQpf, muji intirely depaid. 

But we are told by Mr. Walfingbam, that there eon 
he m eh/aiule Dependence cm a naval Force, te tppefe, or 

defeat an Invafien ef this Ifiand. Did any Writer . 

ever alTert, that We can abfolutely defend on a naval 
Fereei or will any Body pretend to lay that there is 
any abfolute Dependence on ^Jianding Jrmy; or on both 
sji jirmy a.nA a Fleet; or, indeed, on any human Secu- 
rity whatibeveri ta We found, to our Benefit, at the 
\3,te glcrioui Revalatim? Armies may revolt of their 
own Accord; or be corrupted; orfurpfized; or polled 
in wrong Places; or drawn into Ambufcade^; bcfide* 
other Accidents and Contingences of the like Nature, 
which are common to ji-^rwj,, as well asf/ra/j. But 
whatWealTert is, liaK EngkaJ, asanlfland, may de- 
pend with infinitelj- more Security- on i Fleet than a 
JlandingJrm, This, ij undoubtedly trucjand Thij 
u fufficieni for our prefent Purpolc. 

We inotK, &yj He, thai the fame Wind, tchicb bringi 
the Invader uf»n our Caafts, will often Jhut up .our Fleeu 
in uir Bvm Harhsurs.—~To iliuftrate TTiis, He adds 
the following 'Ittftance, by Way of Qudtion.-^^Did

This is the old ILile Topict, which hath been con- 
ftantly trumpt up to (hew the Neceffity cjl^flanding 
Army, in Times of Peace, from the right honourable 
Julber ef the SAi.i./i]ici}io Lett E%, in King Wil, 
liam'i Reign, down to another right honourable Cen- 
tlemaa and bis Advocates, at prefent. But it hath 
been lb often anfwer'd, in the llrongeft and clearell 
Manner, that I Ihall contrafl my Obfcrvatioiu upon it 
into as uigit » Compali as pebble.

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One .would be inclined to think, from this Way of 
ReaToning, that a naval Jrniamait, fufficient to con- 
quer England, could be cquipp'd all on r (iidden-aod 
in the Ihik, without giving us, or any of our Allies, 
the leaft Alarm; whereas nobody can be ignoiant that 
the ncceilars Preparatiora for fiich an Entcrprize lalie 
up .a great deal of Time, and require Ibch a Number of 
Snips, boih for Tranfpotts and Convoys, that al] £«- 
ropi maft be feft afleep, if it Ihould pis unobfervcd. 
Ji is well known tliat iJie Spani/b Amada (at that Time 
the Teiror of the whole World) confifted of but tigh- 
Utn tbsufaad Men; and it is ^1 frefli in our Memory 
that King William brought over but fsitrietn tbmfani, 
in fi2 or feven himdred Shipsi fo that nothing but the 
jnoft egregious Indolence, of even Sottiftinefs, can ever 
expote uj to fuch an Attempt, without Ibme Warning 
■nd Time for Defence. 

Thii lecms to have been the Cafe of the late Kinf 
yoKtt ; wh(^ veiT happily for us, paid no Resard ta 
all the repeated Advjcca from fraate, coocenuiig the 
Prince of Or^^^^s Delign, and could not be indueel to 
Uieve it, tilt tits-Printe declared his Intaniionj him* 
I'df, and was preparing ta let lall from StUanJ, 

As to Kiag JamesV Fletl ffing If%d-inaiJ in tie 
Mouth if the Thames, wbts thtfrintt ^Orange finFi 
hj, it hsth been much doubted wJiethdr aaaDrUvtrtr 
-was not, .at leaft, as much c^iged to .the AfieAions of 
the Ofictri and Stamn, vrho oomptrfed ik" fUit, n 
to theJTin^i, tor his Paflage to tfrh^, without any 
Molellatioii. 

But however that Adair might ftand, it ii cettais

But let lu go Either Aill, and allow every Thing, 
which the jidvoealti fir ftaniing Armies can pofllbly 
defire. Let us fuppofe that fome firtigit Pawer, in 
the Interefi of the Pretender, ftotild conjure upa great 
natitl Armament, all on a Sudden, without any Body's 
Notice, and find Means to Iteal into Esg/ana, by the 
Aflilbnce of a dark Night, or a favourable Wind. Yet 
I fhould be ^ad to know what They arc to do, when 
They get here ; for though Th^ might land upon m, 
in fuch A clandefline Manner, I prefume it would not 
be altogether lb eafy for Them to Iculk back again, or

Ibli Army, fays ^e^&all never march twenty iSIes 
init the Country ; fir Tiey (onnot put Themfelvei in a 
marching P0ure in left than a Fortnight, er three 
Weeks, and by that 7ime ffe may have 100,000 Mi- 
litia drawn down upon Them ; tabereof 10,000 fiali be 
Horfe, and as many Dragoons at We fkafe ; and if 
this Militia does nttbing elfe tut drive the Country, (ut 
Ur '^r Foragers <»«</ Stragglers , pojfefi Tbemfekit -ef 
the Defiles, md intercept Provifions, their Army muft 
ie defirofd in a pert Time . 

If ihisRcafoning is juft, in any Degree, and it was 
never yet an fwer'd, what Danger can We poffibly ap- 

Ereheiid from fuch an Invafion, when aai MtHtin Is. 
ack'd with a Body of fve or Jix tbmfand regular 
7riop!, belides a fufficient Number to man oor Gam- 
J^i and fecure SeolUnd ? 

- This 
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This was the Opinion of the late DuJte oiMarlh- 
ntgb i who declared, as I have been told, upon % 
very important Occafion, that He would undertake to 
defeat any Bo3y of Men, which could poiribly be lan- 
ded upon us by Surprise, with only his own Regiment 
dGuards, two or three Regiments q{ Dmgooni, and 
fuch a Train aiArtillkrj, as He could eafily draw out 
againftThem ; whereas They could not polEbly bring 
any with Them of any Confequence. Belides, it ought 
to be confidcr'd that having ■aafortify'd Totvm to fecute 
TTiemfeli-es, til! People could come in to join Them,- 
it would be impoQible for Them to Hand long againlt 
fuch a Force. 

King Ifilliain, indeed, found an eafy PafTage thto* 
all thefe Obilacles, by a wonderfijl Concurrence of In- 
cidents iii his Favour. Yet even ill Thcfc might not 
have been fulKcient, if the Way had not been paved 
(or Him by that well-grounded Difaffeftioc, which had 
fpread itielf fo generally amongft all Ranks of People,- 
not only in Town and Country, not only in the Camp, 
the Fleet and the Court, but amongd his Favourites, 
his Relationj, and even his very Children themlelve». 

ToThistheSuecefs of ihe Rn/elulion was intirdy

which never happen'd before, and perhaps may neve;; 
happen again 1 for as We. ought not to depend upon 
Miracles for our Prefervation, fo I hope We have done 
nothing CO expcti, or delerve fuck an extraordinary In- 
RipofitKm 
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{erpoTitioii of Providence for our Deltniflion. But t» 

Militias arc the natural, the ft ongeft and mott proper 
Defence K>i free Ceuntries. They have always been re* 
ly'dupon in'^nf/an^ as fuch, till the Reign of King 
Cbarlis ihs fecund, and were never found inrufficient 1 
iot when was England ever over-run by any firiigH 
pMoer, againft their own Confent, for Want Kijiand- 
ixg Anny? 

Sir floiw/ Crf/M being confulted upon an important 
Occafion, in the Beginnbg of King Charles the frjfa 
Reign, gave this A-dvice at the Council- Table. • Theri 
m'uft be, to luithftand a foreign Invafion, a Proportion 
ef Sea and Ljnd-Forces ; and it is to be tonfider'd that 
no March by Land can be of thai Spud U make Head 
mninfi tbt Landing of an Enemy. Then it /ol/otpi, thai 
there is no fiieh Prevention aito if Mailer of the Sea. 

For the Land-Forces, if it were for an offenfive War, 
the Men »/ iefs IJvelyhood were beft fpared ; msdWe 
i^ed former f) to make fuch War Eureamecta Reipublicse, 
tf We made m farther Purtbafe by it. But fyr the 
Safety of the CommaavieAxit, the Wifdom of all Time 1 
Md^ never intrvfl the piiblick Caufe to any other than t» 
fneb af bad a ftjrtion in the pubtici Adventure; and 
"BatWe fav> in 15B8, when the Care of the ^een and 
of iheCotincil did make the Body of that large A-my (to 
eppofe /i*Spani(h Armada) no other than ofiheTrituA 
Bands ; tubich, vHtb the AuxHiariei of the Realm, a- 
mitntid to no lefs than twenty-four thoufand Men. 
Neither mere any of Tbefe drawn forth from their Country 
and proper Habitations before tie End ofM»y, that it 
flight be ne Jong Grievance to the Pi/blici ; fuch Dif- 
contenttnencs i/ifff to us a more fatal Enemy than any 
foeign Fon»s.

my Lord, are my Guards. Thefe have their Hands, 
tbeir Hearts and their Purfes always ready at my Con.~ 
mand; and Thefe, fays the Author, were Guards ir.' 
deed -, who defended Her through a long and Jiiuefsful 
Reign of for^r-four Years againji all the Machinations of 
Rome, the Power (/"Spiin, a difputed Title, and tie 
perpetual Confpiractes of her oten Popilh Subjefts ; a 
Security, the Koraari Emperors could not boeft of, -with 
bU tbeir Pretorian Bands, and tbeir Eailcrn and We- 
ftem Armies. 

Give me Leave to add, that thefe Guards are atteft- 
(led with no Jealoufies of die People, concerning their 

Vol. X. I Likertien 
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Uherties; nor with any Complaints of burtbenfome 
7axes and Impofitions tofupport them. 

But to This it hath been objefled, by the hsnourahle 
GentUmm aai his Advccam, that the Cirtumfiancts ef 
Europe en intireh uller'd in ibis RefitS ; that fif 
titerh^ the Armies efall Nafiav (snfifted in MiUtiaa enh ( 
tvherfoi, atprtfm, ihirt is us State in Europe, whitb 
does mt keep up a Be^ sf tegular Forces j and there- 
fire it ii abfilutely netejfary fir Us ta de the fame, fir 
nr ctet Seaaiiy. ■ 

I have drawn up this Objeftion in i« full Force, 
and will now give it a particular Reply.

But fuppofing there were no fucli Inftances at pre- 
(ent, and that merunary Anaits were grown laihionable 
all over Europe i why mud We fijllow the Example of 
other Nationi, without the fajne ReaCon i fince the Sea 
13 our Frontier, and will effcdluiUy preferve ui from anv 
fuddcn Infults and Ineurfions f In Queen EiizaieSir* 
Reign, the Spaniardi maintain'd a lat^c Jlanding Aray 
ia F/auden, which u tu near lu u' Fr/inee ; and yet 
that toUe Prineefj did rot think it neceffary to fecure 
Hcrfelf, or to curb her People, with the Gime meuenary 
Farcei, thbagh Pbilit was her implacable Enemy, and 
there was a powerful Party in the Kingdom, continualljr 
plotting agamft her Life. Nay, even when the mighty 
Armada, compofed of regular Trufpj, was juft ready 
to burS upon Her, She traded to the antient I>:&nce 
of the Kingdi)m,~and advanced sgainil Them at the 
Head of her Traiifd Sands.—- 1 ihould therefore be 
glad tt> know the Reaibns why a Militia may not be 
made as capable of defending theii CouDtry new, as in 
bir Time. 

I would not be thought to mean that our prefent ua- 
traiiid Bands we fit for thia Service, or indeed for any 
Service, beTidcs furntlhing the Town with a ridiculous 
Divcrfiori, and cramming their Edlies, ai the Expcnce 
of their indulbiooj Fellow-Subjcfta. For this Rcafon, 
They have been long laid afide, for the Eafe of the 
Bcople, in all the Counties oi Engk»d, esce'pt Midd/e- 
fix I where there feems, at prefent, to be the lead Oc- 
cafion for them ; and where an Intermiffion, for eiif 
tiar, ^ve the Inhabitants Reafon to hc^ for a con- 
tinued Relief, as long ai it Ihall be judged necedary to 
keep up fo large a Number of regular Forees.

It is the undoubted Privilege oilnglipmen lo pelii^ 
tion the Parliamtnt, and apply to their Reprefentatit/e^

L.iberiiei, to be concern'd. JpiV Privilege is coeval with 
Parliamtnti themtlves, and iinply'd in the very Term 
oiRefrefentativei. It hath been ofien afferted, upon 
important Occafions, and fully cocfinri'd to us by fe- 
veral Refolutions of Parliamenii particularly by tV

As therefore the mercantile Part of the Kingdom ate 
fully warranted in iheir Coiidud, upon this Occafion, 
by the fundamental Maxima of our Conflilution, and 
the frequent Praftice of former .Times; (b I think They

As to Point of Time, They had the Example of the

They are 
conviDced by fital Eiperience that it is no SptSre, or 
PbanUm ef their «p» Imaginatisn, Wiiich They have 
been opp<5ing, but a real Beaft ef Prrf t and will ne- 
ver be periiiaded to let Him inio ttieir HouIcf, of their 
own Accord, under any Pretences that He fliall be 
■made gentle, or diSbJed from hurting Them. They 
know Him to be a fierce, intraflable Creature, of the 
Panlber Kind whom no Arts can tame ; and though his 
Tif/tand C/rfiujfhould be blunted for the jaefent, they 
will focni grow again.

expeifl to hear it argued with great Plaufibillty, in fuch 
aCAie, thAt^*the'?K\iiiogatbath'tbeiigbtJit leaah 
fame Regulaiiom. in the Manner ct colleBing tie Revenue, 
it would Be unreafonable to refufc the Crown a Jufficient 
Fewer lo put them inZxecutiott. 

Befides, if an Excije Should be laid on fome Com- 
ntodities, under fitch ReJ^Hliiotis, I leave the Pryeltors 
'themrelyes to conDder,' whether ihofs Per/ons, who are 
now under the plenary Powers of Exjfe, would not 
have Rcdbn to complain of /ncf/tiijjfy, and a Right to 
expefl the fame Indulgences, in their Favour. — I might 
even ask Them, whether nothing of this Kind hath ap-

Im. no Man theitfore deceive Himfelf, or endeavour 
to deceive OdierV, by little lempsrary Expedients, in? 
Point of fuch in£mte [mportance to x.'i\.e Trade, lulerefi 
and LibcHj of the whole Nation. ' 

I cannot conclude better than by putting my Readers 
in Mind of the Trojak Horse. It Is, indeed, a 
very old Story, but a very good one, and applicable to 
all Cafes of the lame Nature. Let us remember, my 
Counrrymen, that one of the moft famous Cities in ihc 
World was ^folutely deftroy'd by that Sratagem, after 
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it had refilled a Siege of len.Vears. Ut hs alfc reflefl 
that the t-f^ans were drawn into this fetal Snare by the 
plaufible Tale of an impudent, lying Felkm, who made 
the ftrongeftProfeffionsof FfWB^(^, and pretended to 
have nothing fo much at Heart as their Pre/eivalkn. ■ 
But We cannot be deluded in the lame Manner, We 
know what a General Excise ii, and cannot be 
ignorant that it hath an Army in iis Belly. , Xet us 
thercfpre keep a conlbnt Guard at the Gates: and if 
another Sinnti (hould endeavour to introduce_(icA a Mun- 
fttr amongH us, under any ffeciou!

Should you eome into fucb a Sebem, wicked Men 
hereafter may make Ufe of this Argument with the 
Burgeffii ef England to eonfcot to the Abridgment, or 
Invafion of yaur Liherliti i an Handle, which I hope 
you will never give Them; fince People, who arc 
The^felves opprcfs'd, are apt to lofe gll generous Con- 
cern for the Liberty of others, and their OppreiUon may 
pave the Wa-y to your own.

■U coticurr'd in wiihing Succds to the Undertakii^ 
in general. 

About a Year ago Mr. Kinderlej delivei'd his Pto. 
polais'to the ibtn Majtr, who immediaiely call'd a 
CMiui/t and They appointed a Cemmittee to confider 
of it, as well as to ptocute the Coafent of the |irind- 
pal Krferchants and Traders for laying fiich^a Duty iqt- 
on ftll the Bxferti and Imfurti of the laid City, as ( to-

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Yet ^m thu Time his publkk Spirit snd AHeOion 
for the People of Cbefter b^n to «ppear in Mtbi and 
Rials. A Number of Vagrants and diftrierlj Fe*pk 
were pact'd together, and enconnged to commit die 
greateft Outrages, being taken into r^ulir Pay, conti- 
nually kept warm widi Liquors and direAed to ibfult 
the Inhabitants, who would not join with Them. 

The M^ifiran of tlie City were abuied in the groT- 
feft Manner, whilft They were endeavouring to pre- 
fcrve tiie Peace, Their Offiars were beat in the Exe- 
cution of their Duty ; and Offenders, who were or- 
jer'd to be ponifli'd for notorbus Breaches of the Peace, 
weierefcu^ out of their Hands. Thefe Abufes were 
committed chiefiy by Fntigntrs, enconraged and affilicd, 
ftom Time to Time, hv the Servanti of fitue Perfens, 
wiio were bosnd by their Duty, and the C^tha They 
had taken, to do all in their Power to prevent them. 

It wonid be tedious to enumerate the feveial Riots 
in Cbifier from the Month of ^il to Atgufi laft. 
Let it fuffice to obferve, that almoft every N^ht feme 
remarkable Mifchief was done to the Friencfc of the 
^refvtniir Family, without any other Provocation, than 
their beii^ fuch, or any Return of the fame Kind, 
^ugh They are by much the moft fubftantial Fart of 
the Iniiabi»nla, and ( as Mr. Menley muft now be 
convinced ) the moft numeroiw. 

Upon the Death of Sb Rifbari GroHiener, hia Bro- 
' Aer ofier'd hia Service to the Gty, fupported by above 
iro Gentlemen qf the neiglibouring Counties, of gieat 
Figure and Fortune. He was at iirft oppofcd by Mr. 
JVarburtm ; but that Gmtleuiim, having try'd his In- 
leieft with the Cidzens, very prudently declined to 
Mr. ManUy, an Attorney ; who cali'd to his Affillance 
all the military Gentlemen in that Part of the King- 
dom, as well as the Cuftem-ihafe, Exeife and Sah-Of- 
fcers; ia that the World-may in fome Meafure jadgc, 
ffom the perfonal Circumftances of the Candidates, and 
the Appearance made in thw f awor, wliiqh oi Them 
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hsd the beft Pretence to ast the Votes of che Citizens, 
on that Occafion, and is likely to pay moft Regaid to 
their Rights and Privileges, 

Mr. Mmlty had no fooner declared Himfelf a Can- 
didate, bat greater Abafea were commiLted than ever. 
Falfe and fcandaloas Libels, reflecting on the Honour 
of fcveral GentUmen, were daily printed and difperfed i 
threatening Letters were dropt, with a Defign of inti- 
midating the Magiftratti from doing their Duty ; and 
Icarce a Night pals'd, but many Perfoiis were cruelly 
beat, Windows broken, ajid even the publick Building* 
of the City defaced. 

Nnmben of Affidavits and other Vouchers could be 
produced, in Proof of ihePremifai by which it ap- 
pears, amongll oiher Particukrs, 

That there hath been a continued Courie of Riota 
and Outrages committed in the City of Cbefter, by 
Mr, Mauley's Adherents, from the Beginning of Jpril 
laft to the Eleftion of a MfJTiber. 

That on the 3d of .^/inV a great Number ofPerfonj 
were aflcmblcd tagether, in a riotous Manner; after 
which They rambled through the City ; infulted the 
Recorder^ k. He came from the fcfiions in his Gown i 
threw a Stone at Him, and bioke his Windows. 

Tiiat on the loth of Oilober Mr. Alderman Bermet 
and Mr. Brereten wrote Letters to the then Mayer, to 
difiiiade Him from callins an Afl'embly j at tlie fame 
Time propofrng aixiantagems Terms to Him and hii 
Family, it He would tomf ly with their Meafures ; 
' " "r, ManUy and Ms 
complain oiCorruf- 

That the fame ^'i^i two cr three ef the Aldermen 
waiting at the * Peatke for the Mayor, in order to 
compound the Primage of Wine wirh a Merchant of 
the laid City, a great Number of the Rioters were aC-

• The City-Hall, where pMUk Bufinefs it dine. 
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fcmbled together, arni'd with Clobs and other Wea- 
pons; that \]is Jldermeii, for their Salety, having fe- 
cured the Doors oF the Peitliee, the faid Rioters burft 
them to PiecM ; broke the Windows and Window- 
Frames of the faid Pinlia, with all the Chiirs, Tables 
and Clock belonging to it; threaKn'd to murder the 
/aid Magifiratei, and threw an HalbtrtiX one of Them 
with fuch Force, that it flmck five Inches into a Lea- 
ther Chair ; that a certain, bcnourablt Colonel, with Te- 
veral Officers and other Gentlemen, in Mr Mjnky''% 
Intereft, came into the Pentue, during iheTc Diforders, 
without endcaTOuring lo prevent thtm ; on the coa- 
trary, <mt oflht Officers declared That was nothing lo 
what ftiould happen the Night following, when 150 
Men (hould be kiJl'd. 

Tliat after the Rioten had' demolifh'd the ptiilice. 
They paraded through the Ciiy, infulting the IiJiabi- 
tanis i threatening to murder feveral Gentlemen, who 
appear'd in the Intereft of the Gmfi-ener Family} and 
that They frequently went aim'd, in Search of Them. 

That on the inh ofOaaber a great Number of 
People came out aiWalei and the Towns adjacent to 
the Citj' i many of whom were Freemen; that fome 
came to the Mariet, and others to fee an Herfe-Rtce, 
which was advertlled 10 be run on that ]!>y on the 
Rosdee ; that They came into the City in a peaceable 
MaWner, with nothing hoiSiieii, or IfTiifs in their 
Hanif, and only fliouting a Grt/fenor ; that They 
abufed nobody liJI They ivcre attjck'd by Mr. Manley's 
Party, vvliom They foon defeated, and (hen imme- 
diately difperfcd to tlicir Quarters, without doing the 
lead Miihief 

It ought to be rcniark'd, in this Place, that all the 
Avenues of the Town were bcfci by hit. Manley's 
Party, and none wf re fuffer'd to come into the City, 
who were in the G'"^r'«'^'" Intcred ; fo that ir would 
have been impracticable for 150 Fnernen, who came 
in with thb Body, to have eoter'd the City, without 
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the utraoil Hazard of their Liv«, if They had not 
taken this Opportunity of doing itj and yet the 
Letcer-wjiter in the Ceuriint hath the conlummale 
MoJefly 10 call This by the Name olKebtUiml 

By the iame Vouchers and Affidavits it likeivife ap- 
paw3 ihat a great Number of the Rioters affemblcd 
together in •CazCaftlt, with Mt. Mauley and a military 
Offiier at iheir Head, who encouraged Them to pum 
open the Slarebaufi Door to felch our Atms lo %ht 
Bgainft the Wilpmen ; which They accordingly did in^ 
the Prefence of tho^e GcntUmis, and feveral of Them" 
rewrti'd, arm'd wiih Steel-Cap, Eody-Piecn, Smerils, 
Dagger; and etber Weapom i that in the Aftetnoon, 
the faid Mob, thus arm'd, went out of theC,)//fj 
when a eerlain Gentlemtm was heard to give Them 
Orders to cut the Weljhmtn to Piece?, if They would 
not go out of the City by fair Means;' that a great 
Number of the Citizora and otherj were fo dangeroufly 
wo^rd hy the &id Mob, that their Lives were 
defpair'd o^ and many of Them will never recover 

tte Ufe of their Limbs. H. B- Several Salditri, or 

fa^aners, belonging to the Cattle oiCbefier, were' 
amongft the Rioters. 

That Mr. Mauley appear'd fcvend Times in the 
Streets at the Head of the Mob, arm'd with iroaJ 
SteirJi and Ubtr Weaptni ; whilft Mr. Grefvaiar and 
his Friends were ufing their utmoft Endeavours to 
prevent thefe Diforderr, and at laft procured "i^ printed 
Prtlimiiiariei to be fign'd, as it 13 conie.Vd in ihc 
Caurant. 

After This, it was hoped that the Peace of the 
City would have been reitored ; but notwithflanding 
theje Jlrtieles, the Rioters continued their Inlbknce, 
during the EleSion ; and it was dangerous for any 
Body, in the Grojvtn^r Intercft, to Itir out in the 
N^ht Time. 

On the izih of OSlober two Troops ofDragooiu, 

that wers quartird at Warringtm, maich'd to Cbiftir 

O J .and 
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and halted near ihe Suburbs of the City. On Notice 
of their Arrival, the Mayor and Recorder wrote a Letter 
to the eommanding Officer, defiring his Afliiiance and 
Protcilion ; upon which that Cenllrman exprefa'd his 
Concern lo hear of any Diforders in the City ; but &id 
He could not give the Magiftrates any direft Anfwer, 
till He had received feme Inftruflions from the Secretary 
at ffar, which he cxpcfted by that Night's Poft, and 
therefore dcfircd to fee the Meflenger the next Day. 
He then told Him that He could not enter ihc City, 
without an Order from Colonel CbolmondeUy, the Go- 
vernor of the Caftle, under whofe Command He then 
Was. Coiopel Cbelmandeky, beir.g apply'd to the next 
Day for ihe fame Purpofe, excufed Himfelf by faying, 
that He thought ii was in the Power of the Gentlemen, 
who had fign'd llic Prdlminanes, to prcferve tlie 
Peace ; and fo the Troops return'd the Day aftsr to 
their Quarters at Warrington. 

It is very evident from the Orden, which this Of- 
fieer icccivcd, either that the Forces in publiclt Pay an 
of no Service at all in quelling of Riati and Diforders i 
or that They' arc to proteft and ferve the Turn of «s» 
Party only. 

On Monday, 00- 16, [being the Ull Day of Eltftiwi 
for Mayor) when Mr. Alderman Bennet and Mr. Alder- 
maii Maitmaring, who flood Cajididates for that 
Office, had done polling, the Mob grew moie out- 
rageous than They had been the Day before; and great 
Numbers of Frecrncn apprehended Thcmfelves in fo 
much Danger, that They duril not venture out of 
their Houfes to give their Votes ; not with (landing 
which. there was a Majority for Mr. Alderman Jcbsjon 
(wlio was fupported by the Gropenor and Counlrj 
Intereft) of 238 Voie5. This Diiappomtment m 
"iAr. Manhfi Parly made Them lUU more defperate. 
They determined to have a A/irpor of their own, and 
carried Alderman Bmnet in a Chair ftom the Huflings 
to his Houfe, as if He had been a^ually chofca. The 
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Poll being, in the mean Time, cbfed and the Court 
■djoum'd, Mr. Miiyer, \hs Rectrdtr and ttbirMagi- 
firatei., for the Security of their Peribns, got into a 
Coffee-houfe J where They endeavour'd, with the 
Co^ftablt! and civil Offiurs, to prcfrrvc the Ptaeet 
but the Rioteri were lb hardcn'd, that They beat the 
Qffiarii forced open the Doors of the Coflce-houfci 
took the Moisr'i Staf out of hii Hand, and broke it t 
forced the Steerd and Matt out of the Handi of the 
Oncers, who had the Cuftody of them, and carried 
ihcni in Triumph to Mr. Alderman Be/inet's Moufe, 
where they remainM that Night. 

At this Eleftion great Numbers of Queers, in diffe- 
rent Branches of the Revenue, as wcJl u ftmmn 
Soldiirs, were deiach'd from every Quarter of the 
Kingdom ; and it may be thought tbmewhat extraof' 
dinary that They Ihould all be fo v£ry unanimous as 
lo vote for Mr. M/rnlty, againft the common Confenl 
of their Fellow-Citizens and the Inleteft, which moft 
of their ReiatJoiw-ferved ; hut when^m* Officers in the 
pttbliek Revenue were threaten'd with the Lofs of their 
Bread ; when Otheri, whofe Families have long been 
fiippoded by the Grofiienors, and were at that Time 
daily rec«»ing Wages from Them, were cxprcfiy 
ordei'd to go 150 Miles to vote againil Them, junder 
Paia of Ji/nieyi/ig Orders ; vihea Otteri, who had been 
in the Service and diicharged, were fotced away from 
their Friends and guarded, under Frelence (^ their 
being Deferteri, or new-lifted; when thefe Thing*, I 
Jay, are duly confider'd, the Ut^arimity of tbeje feor 
People is not at all furprizing j but it is furely an 
Inftancc of the Inconveniences, which already arife 
from the prefent Number of Cntvn-OJicni, civil and 
jnilitary, and of the great Danger, to which our 
Liierties may be expored by anj farther hcreafe tf 
Tbtm, 

On the fecond Day of Eleftion for Meaier, the 

Mob ^fcorei'd the &me Inclination to Riou, which

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They had done at the former Elcftion for M^er, and 
bring alTcmbled in a great Body, They march'd in a 
Wmiiltuoni Manner thremgh the City, arm'd with 
Sarrel-fiaves, in the Fonn of Fauichions, and wid) 
large Sticks, thro' the Heads of which Sfike-naih were 
driven, that {luck out above an Inch, alTaulcing the

From that Time, the Peace -sf the Gty wa* pre- 
ferved with much 'Difficulty, to ihe great Satisfeflirai 
of the Inhabitants; who, having the Freedom of polling 
without Danger to their Ferfi>ns, Mr. Grefanar had a 
Majority oiRifiants of 166, and of Voters in general 
of 361 ; from whence it appear* that thelnterefl of 
the Gmfvenor Family in the City aiChifter never ap- 
pcar'd to greater Advantage than in this Ele3iim, not- 
■ withftanding the extraordinary Meafures, that vfere 
taken to del&oy it. 

It ought to be obfcrved that many of tbeCm^ii^itj, 
appointtd at Mr. Manleyh Requeft, upon the late Elec- 
tion oi Major, were fo far from prcferving, or endea- 
vouting to preferve the Peace of the City, that They 
frequently joia'd the Rielers, and encouraged TTiem 
to commit the moll outrageous Infults : for which 
Reafon, it was fotmd neceflary, upon the late ^eftim 
of a Member, to appoint other Perions in their Room, 
to prevent tlie like Dlforders, as Weil as .a greater 
Number than was conftituted at the W«jw'sEleflion, 
who were by no Means able to oppofc a merctnarj 
tud ariti'd Met, encouraged to commit the grean^ 
Cruelties, 

During the late Eleflion, the Mob was out of Mea- _ 
fure infolent not only tb the GtnftabUi, but to all the 
Mt^iftrattstX^Cvy, who with great Temper bore 
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. 'Jieir ill Tieatment, to prevent if poffible any Diforders 
tUl the Cenftailes were attaCk'd ■ in the Manner afore- 
iaid, and laid under the Neceffity of oppofing tnd 
diferraing the listen, for the Safety of Themfelvcs and 
the reft of the Citizens; and it is manifellly owing to 
the Caution of the Mayor, in appointing a faffieient 
Number a'iCenftabhs to preferve the Peace, thai the 
Oty was not, at the lale Eleftion of a Member, in the 
fame unhappy Circumftances, which it was in >t the 
Eleflion of a Mayor.

The OffietTS in Holland are not appointed by the 
Stadtholder, nor in Vemce by the Doge ; but in Eng- 
land They are nominated by the King., and removeable 
at his Pleafure, 

In Belland and Venice, the Duties eoDeilcd by Ex- 
cife are intircly apply'd to the publick Service of ihe 
refpedlive States ; whereas, in England, great Part of 
the fines and Furftilarei comes into the Pockels of the 
Crovin Officers, and for that Reafon tempts Them to op- 
pK& the Subjert. 

Befides, in England not only the 0£icers, but like- ' 
wi!e the Judgii of all Ofienca i^ainft the Lavs of Ex- 
cife are appointed by the Crewn, which is to have a 
large Share of the Exei/e itfelf; whereai in HoUandaad. 
Venice Thofe, who appoint the O^tenjif tbg Revenue, 
■ndThofe, who are ihe 7B^«of Ofiences againft^;*- 
lift Latei, have not the leaft Gain from Ftnti and Fir- 
feitUTcs i but the whole Produce of the Revenue belong* 
to the Commonwealth. 

Holland hath been particularly cited by the learned 
Advocates far Excifei as an Example, which ought to 
be Jbllow'd in Great Britain. I will therefore acquaint 
Them with another Circumftance in the Goveruinent 
of that State, which feems to have efcaped their Know- 
ledge, and, if follow'd here, would overturn their whole 
Syllem of Reafoning on this Subjcd. The provincial 
Statei ef Holland meet four Times a Year eeriain, and 
Oftner, as Occafion requires. During the Interval of 
their SefliotM, or what We call the Recefs of Parli- 
amen^ a Commitee of State fits continually, and call* 
. Them fogether, upon extraordinary Occafions, as Tliey 
Ice Cauic. At tlie ^e Time with tiu Su/amons, Thnr 
likewlM 
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likewife fend a Vartitahr of iht Btsii, which are lo 
be debated by the AffttHbty ; 10 ihc End ihat che Conn- 
cil of every Cily, taking (he Mailer into Conlideralion 
omongtl Thcmfelves, may give fuch Orderi iheiein to 
their riJpeSivt Deputitr a They judge proper ; no 
Bufinefs being to come under the Deliberuiion of the 
prcvincial Stain, wiiJiout firft giving Notice of it to 
each City. -~ But our tosrlhy AJfotalis for SxH/et arc 
pleifed to contend that the Citia and Boroughs of Grttf 
Britain, which have a Right of fending Refre/entalivfi 
to Parliament, arc guilty of Sedition, in ^ving their 
Prexiti Inftrudlions to oppofe any ferlher Eilenfion of 
the Exrift Lams, though They are all unanimous in 
their Opinion ihat it vfill tend to tJie Defttuftian of 
their Trade, the lo(s of thtir Liirrlies, and the Sub- 
verfion of ilie Bislijb Ceujlilatisti. Nay, the old Court- 
Part^ sf AaHOt.fLBHS, which was fojufUy branded by 
Parliament, in the Reigti of King C*rfr/« the ^timi, - 
begins to icvive and menace us, with the profound Mra. 
Oiiarxt at their Head. 

Let us now conTider the GovcmsKiit of Vbnici i 
whete the Duit, though the chief Migiftnte of the 
State, is almofl deftimie of any Powct, u a Governor ; 
being little more than a Pagtanl »/ Statt. He is lb far 
ftom being a Gainer by (irfC Z)f^/»/^ that it iscfteam'd 
burthcnfotne to Hitn, his Income not bong equal to the 
Gzpencet, which ate neceflarj' to fupport iii and be- 
fides He may be call'd 10 Account by the Stignary, if 
They have Grounda to fufpeft Him of any Dcfi gn againK 

the Liberties of the State. The J^ng of Grtat 

Britain, on the other Hand, hath not only a Cki.il-Lijl 
for the Support of his royal HonfehoW, which b thought 
to be already rwar ont Millianper Jimum, but is alfo in- 
trafted with the DifpoQtion of the puilick Revenues, 
The Judges, Magijtratti and othtr Offiars of the King- 
«!»in,both civil and military, are in hii Nomination, and 
moft of Them rcmoveabic at his Pleafure. -He likcwife 
appoinu and aanibces my Lords the Bifis^s. In Ibort, 
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almoft every Brauch of our Govranmenc iddi to the 
Ptaier ef the Crneii, and nothing c»n ever reftrain it 
f.om becoming abfilust, but the perlbnal Virtuei of the 
Prince, and ilie ContinHancc of a fra and unairruft 
ParlUmenl. 

The Vtmliam are great Enemies 10 Sriherj, ts well 
as fcvere Puniihcr* of it when difcover'J ; and the Dukt 
Himfdfpays a larger Pioportbn of alllax than any 
other Perfon- 

The Goverments of Vtnlct and HolUnd are therefore 
in no Danger from an Exdfi, under the Circumflancei 
and Reflriflionsbcforemention'd. 

laminform'd that the Excifii'm France are under 
much the fame Regulations, with Regard to the Ofiseri, 
who have no Yavitz of entering and fearebing Hmfei j 
fo that, if Thia be true, our boafled Land ef Liberty is 
in a woefe Condition, on this Account, than even the 
arbitrary Kingdom of Trance, or perhaps any Nation in 
the World. 

Arch-bilhop Tilletfitt obferves of the Remifii Religion,

The Safety of all 
free Gavemments is founded on the fame Eqailitriuti!, 
hy which only it can be preferved ; and if the /*«»</■ 
eftbeCrtwn, in' this Nation, fliould ever out-weigh 
the Pettier of the People ; will not a bad Prime be able^ 
at Pleafure, to invade and deftioy the Rigbti of the 
People f — Is not the-P«c^r of ibe Creain as great, or 
'greater, at this Time, than it hath been for fome Ages ~ 
paft ? — Is not the Ck'il-L:Ji Revenue vaRly btger row 
than it was in former Reignsf — Nay, even in ihe

The loyal Author aithe genuine Thougkli ftems very 
angry that We ihould take the Liberty to mention the 
Crown, in To invidious a Manner ; and tells u» that, in 
e RevolKiion-Gavernment, the Crown fignifiis no man 
than the Conflitution, or the executive Power of the 
taws. This I readily admit ; but iiow it can ftrve 
his Purpofc, I am at a Lo^s to guefs t for the Sevola- 
thn was certainly (bunded on the Principles of Liierti, 
and yith a Ddign of abridging the Power of the 
Crown, not of increafingit ; whereas it can be proved

Wine, perhaps, imported into Settland than into Eng-

Them in iiich Dillrers, and even inclined Me to give 
Them an helping Hand. For this Putpofe, I have long

SlaU 7ra3.', which I thought might be of Service lo 
Them J but having been hitherto prevented in the Exe- 
cution of fo generoui a Dcfign, I iind myfelf/in Ibme. 
Meafure, anticipated by the Author of thi genuine 
Ibottgbti, who halt* enrieh'd his Performance with fe* 
veral Quotatiofta &om thai Treatifi, concerning the 
Method of Taxation in Holland and FiuUe- I wonder, 
indeed, that He fliouU conceal the Title, (Taies ko 
Charge) which would of iifelf do Credit to his Party,

doxis. It founds very much like the ExprelEon of the 
mad faylor in the Play ; fiiip gee the Sheen, and the 
Ckth is never the porter.^ Excifes are a Sort of felitieal 
Sheers, jfihich cut off fomelhrng from every Man's Pro- 
perty, and yet nobody, according to tbe/e Writers, h a 
Sufferer by them. 

This courtly Piece waj pablifli'd foon after the Re-, 
volution, and written with a Defign of reconciling the 
People to thofe Methods of Taxation, which, ^cre 
thought ■neceffaiy at that Time. In onder to This, the 
Author propofes to fliew- the Nature, Vie and Bevefit of 
Taxes in this Kingdum, and conipare them toith the Ini- 
pfiiiens ef foreign States ; tegeiber teiti (heir Juipn-ovemtJit 
j^ Trade, in Time i)f War. 

He begins with obferving that Tribute, or as We 
mzo (all it, Cufloms, Tancs, iffe. taere eriginally a 
Mori cf Servitude, being the Impornions of Csnguerori 
on the Coit^tier'd; and that the Remans were the firft 
People on Record, who converted thefe barbarous Ex- 
actions into tegular and c^ual Taies for the Support of 
dvil 
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civil GovernmHit. This, fayi He, enabled Them /* 
fm their Armj' and Minifters of State fi well, that 
ney lay not under the Templathif ofVialenee, or Bribery. 
So far I agree with Him ; and believe no Man' will 
grumble at any Taxes, which are neceflkry u keef the 
people from the Ravage of &a-Li3is.%s, or tbe taorfe Ex- 
affiom atid Corruftiims o/Civli. Macistrates. But 

■ the Misfortuneisj.iisHe allows liimfelf, that the Rtsjotia 
feen Be(anu Artifis in taxing the Pjople i and I wifli their 
Example had never been copied by fome other Hatms, 
in the more civilized Ages of the World ! 

The Praftice of UoUend and Venice, with Regard lo 

■ TaxcF, hath been fufficiently explatn'd in our laft Paper ; 
but there ia one Remirk on the latter, in the Traftjiow 
beforeMe, which dderves a little Notice. Wearetold- 
that the Venetians, bifiies gnat Cuftoms upon all Mer- 
(biinirize,pay"Sjic\kfDr everyBil »f Bread and Meat; nay 
for iheverySti-'r'Iiey eat. Tliia PaiTage Ja quoted by the 

Author of the genuine Thoughts ; but for what Purpofe, 
I confefsmyfclf at a Lofa to guefs. A Tax uponSij/i", 
one of the moil neccflkry Provifions of Life, ia- here 
mention'd as the levereft Impofition, that ca^ be laid on 
any Nation ; and in order to fhew how happy thePeople 
of England viere, at that Time, in not havmg aDy./uth 
Tax. But, for God &te, is That our Cafe at prefent \ 
Do We not Mj- a Duty for every Grain oS Salt, that 
We ufe, ten Tmies above the original Valiie j and can 
any Man of common Senfc think this Circumftance of

dom,, and that the People are the Principals, from 
■ whom They derive their Authority ; fo that ajthough 
the Intereft of a particular Countj, City ir Borough, i» 
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nac to be preferr'd to the cummiin Good of the Kingdom 
in general; yet ftill it muft be' ad milted that the 
common Good of the Kingdom in general is to be re- 
garded by every Reprefetitacive i and tho' the Inflruc- 
tions of a particular Coanly, Ci'y, or Totan, ought not 
to prevail againft the Inllfuflibns of all the r,-Jl oflht 
Kingdom, or Hgainft the eommen Good of the Kingdom ; 
yet whert the Nation in general concurs in one ard 
the fime Thing, as They have done againii any 
farther Extenfion of the Excife Law!, this Voice of the 
whole People, who are reprelented, this Judgment ot 
the whole People, by whom all the Husfi ofCommtnt 
are eleOed, from \vhom the whale Hou/e derives itt 
Aathority, may and ought lo be confider'd, as of very 
great Weight; and imdoubledly it will have a proper 
Influence on Them, in their Relbluiions u|>on this 
Head. 

Does not almolt every Speech from the Throne rS- 
commend iiicR Meafures to be taken, as-may be moff 
confident with the Eafe of t^e People? Does not the 
Preamble of almoft cveiy Jit ofParliamenl declare the 
Defign of the new Lata to be of Ibme Benefit, or Con- 
venience to the People? For what Purpore are the 
People reprefcnted ; for whaf Purpole did the People 
formerly pay Wages to their Members, but lliat They 
might have Regar-d to the People, as their Deputies,- 
and aft for their Benefit f It fecms to be plainly in. 
fctided by our Conftitution, that every Memlier mould 
have a peculiar and fpecial Regard for hii own Couiilj, 
Ci/j or Borough, as fer as it is cofiftftcHt wifh the 
fommon Good and Benefit of the -whole Kingdom.

But ibtfe Writer! leem to think Themfelves very 
learned, in obferviDg that no Government can fubfill 
without Rnimuei, and that Rez-eniies cannot be ci^efled 
without Officers. Very true ; and what then ? Wc do 
not argue againft the Exiftencc oifucb Men, but ^ainft 
the Increafc and Muliipjiciiy of TTiem.

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In like Manner, when We areue againfl Exdfii, 
They reprcfent us as Enemies X.o'Taxei in genera!. Is 
there no Difference then bcciveen oppofing all Tuxcr, 
andoppofinga partimlar Methd ef alkHing them ? If 
This were really the Cafe, Ifhould be glad (o know 
why the Cbmniy-Maniy was abolini'd, after the Revo- 
lution, and branded by Parliament, a) a Badge op 
Slavert, expajing every Man' s Houfi tp be enter' d int» 
andjearcb'd, atPUafure,kf Persons^tjhknown to 

Him. Let Them fcirly anfwer me thia Qgeftion, 

which hath often been pippofed to Them, am. I will 
give up the Point.

Luxury of Life. 

As for Tabacfii and JfiiK, TTiey do not feem to fall 

immediately under the Denominatiop of Luxury. The 

Jirfl of thele Commodities is grown fo habitual to va!t 

Multitudes 
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Multitudes of People, erpecially the labouring Poor, 
that Thej" can hutdiy fubflft without it ; and the /after 
is become equally natura', by loig Cuflom, to moft of 
the higher Rip^ks of Men. In many Cafes, it is a Cor- 
dial, and ptefcribed byPkyficians asfuch. Nay, fome 
Conflitutions cannot bear any other Liquor ihan^a/j 
and thertfore it c-'nnot properly be eall'd Luxury any 
more than Sugar, Spice, and all other Commodities, 
nhich are not of our own Growth, or ablbluiely ne- 
ceJl'ary to the Prefervation of Ufc. 

"Sat'ii th^ftRefirmtrstiK refotved in earned tore- 
duce the Confumption of if^iK and To^m-, how, are 
the landed Gent/emeu lo be cafed, by an Imprevimenitf 
tUt Revenue ; or, indeed, what will become of the Go- 
verBmeiit itlHf, which ii principally fupported by Lux- 
ury, according to this Acceptatioti of the Word f 

No Body but Aich a doting old Wreieh as Mother Of- 
i«rne,<x fuch a blundering Creature jta.Carus, could 
have ever ftartcd fo filly an Argument; and therefore 
jt is beneath any farther Notice. 

We E.re likewife infbrm'd that the e//i Subfidy upon 
K^iae and TeBacco, which belongs to the Ckil-Ltft, will 
ht continued at the Cuftom-beufe ; and therefore our 
Objeftion, that the Ci'ms will be a confiderablc Gai- 
ner by the Sehcmei mult fjll lo the Ground.

particular. Some People fufpcft that He liad fettled it 
previocfly with Seignora StraJa dd Ps, who it 
much in his Favour ; but ail, that I can advance 
with Certainty, is, ' that He had concerted it with s 
Brother of hit own, in whom He places a moft un- 
deferved Confidence. In thi! Brother of liis. Heat and 
Dubuf! are miraculoufly united. The former prompts 
Him [o any Thing new and violent! while the Ijitlir 
hinders Him from feeing any of the Inconvcnienciei 
of it. As Mr. H — -~-/"s Bniber, He thought it 
was neceflary He fhould be a Mufician too ; but all 
' He could arrive at, after a very laborious Application 
for many Yeats, was 1 moderate Performance upon t"hc 
yew"! Trump. He had, for fome Time, play'd a 
Parte baffa abroad, and had entangled his Brother in 
Icveral troublefome and dangerous Engagements, in the. 
CommiJfions He had given Him to contradi with fa- ' 
reign Performer 1 ; and from which ( by the Way ) 
Mi. H ■ /did not difengagc Himlelf witli much' 
S 2 Honour. 
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Honour. NotvvithftaDding all thefe and many more 
OtgeiUons, Mr. li- — I, by and wiih the Advice of 
thii Bretbfr, at kit produces his Prije3-i refolves to 
cram it down the Throats of the TowTi j proftitutes 
gnat a!,diiiiie/u/ Niimet, as the Patrons ofit ; and even 
does not fcruplc to inlinuate [hat They'are to be 
Sharers of the Profit, f lis Sci^me fei forth in Sub- 
ftar-cc. that the late Decay of Opera's was owing 1o 
their Cbfapnefi, and to the %iex Frauds committed by 
ifae Deer-keepers; that the annual Subfmieri were a 
Paiccl of Jteguei, and made an ill Ufe of their Tickets, 
" by olicn ruiKitig two into rite Gallery ; that to obviate 
tliefe AbuJia He had contrived a Thing, ihat wai 
beiwr than an Opsra, eall'd tnOraUrie; to whicfe 
none fiiould beadmi:icd, but by prmied PernnCs, or 
Ticket? of one Guinea each, which Ihould be diibi- 
buted QMl of JVareboufes rfUsewa, iud by Offieert if 
hit "atun naming; which O^/crj could not lo reafbnably 
befuppofed to cheat in the Colleftion of Guiiteai, at 
the Doir-keeperi in the Colleftiwi of half Guineas ; and 
hilly, that a« th« vety Being of Opera's depended upon 
Him Jin^fy, it was juli that ihc Profit atifing (ram 
hcTitc fhould be for his Mi/n Benefit. He added, in- 
deed, one Condition, to vamiih tJie whole a little j 
which was, that if any Pciion fliould think himfelf 
i^rievcd, and that the QraterU was not worth the 
Price of the Permit, he fhould be at Liberiy to appeal 
to three Judges ef Mwfuk, who fhould be obliged, 
ivithin the Space of feven Years jt feriheft, finally to 
determine the famcj provided always that liie faid 
Jvd^es IhouU be of hia Nomination, and known to 
like no oiher Mufick but his. 

The Abfurdity, Extravagancy, and Oppreffion of 
this Scheme difgalled ihe whole Town. Many of the 
moft conltant Attenders of the Opera^s refolvcd abfo- 
lutely to renounce ihern, rather than go to them under 
fuch Extortion and Vexation. They exclaiin'd againfl 
the infileni and rapamus Prejemr of this Plfiti. The 
King's 
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King's old and fworn Servants, of the two Theatres of 
Dnaj-Lane and Csvenl-GarJen, reap'd the Benefit of 
tiiu general Dilcontent, and were jeforted to in Gowda, 
by way of Opporition to the OmlBrio. Even the fairdl 
Breilb were hteA with Indignation againll this new 
Imfefifm. Aflemblics, Cards, Tea, Cofiee, and all 
Other Female Batteries were vigoroafly empby'd to 
defeat the PrijeR, and deftroy the PrsjeHor. Thefe 
joint Endeavours of all Ranks and Seses fucceeded (o 
well, that the ProjeBor had the Mortification to IM 
but a very thin Audience at his Oratorio ; and of . 
about two hundred and fixty odd, that it conlifted 
of, it .is notorious that not ten paid for their P£rmils, 
but, on the contrary, had them given Them, and 
Money into the Bargain, for coming to keep Him in 
Countenance. 

TJik Accident, They fay, has-thrown Him into z 
iicp Melanchah, interrupted fomeiimes by raving Fiti i 
in which He toncies-He fees ten thoufand Opera Devils 
-coming to tear Him to Pieces; then He breaks out into 
frantick, incoherent Speeches ; muttering fiurdy Beg- 
gars, AJfaJJination, Sec. In thefe delirious Moments, 
He difcovers a particular Averiion to the City. He 
-calls Them all a Parcel of Roguei, and afleru that the 
imrftefl Trailer among Hem deferves U he hanfd. ■ 
It is much quellion'd whether He will recover ; at . 
leift, if He does, it is not doubted but He will feefc 
for a Retreat in his own Cnuntry from jjic general Re- 
fcntment of the Town.

fiinilar Cafes, they are feldom attended With any bad 
Confequences to the Publict. Whereas when a whole 
Nation is divided into two ftparaie Bodies, occaiion'd 
only by fome circumilantii!

tbani and Trader, who think themlelves Ei^tijbme». 
tUd triemt»r at well u their Fellew-SubjeAs : but is. 
Iftewife a Glsg upon their trade, and tnufl nece&. 
firily reduce it, a) well as die Revenmi, by inhancing' 
the Priee afCammadUm lb escifed.. 

It therefore betrays the great Ignorance, or fom»^ 
tbii^ worie, of the Leller-lfrittr, both in the Theoiy 
and' PiaAice oftrade, when He aiguec that becaufe> 
die Weight of all Taxes centers at Uft upon the Cait- 
fumer, no Part of thcBurthen can pofiibly fall upon the. 
Dealer, h is rcafbnabie to believe, and We know it by. 
Experience, that the Dealer always includes the Taxes, 
a*< wdl as atber extrairdUiarf Cbarges, occafion'd by 
them, in the Priee of hia Commodities ; and therefore

in his Dealing). JllThii^i, &ya Mr. hetkt, that art. 
itugbt and fold, raife end fall their Price, at there are • 
mare Buyers, or Sdleis. Where there are a great many 
Sellers to a few Buyers ; there, life what Jrt jou will, 
the Thing to be fold will be cheap. On the other Side^ 
turn the Tables, and raife ap a great many Buyers 
fir a few Sellers, and the lame Thing aill Immediately 
grew dear — The Truth of this (Afervation is demon- 
ftrated by Experience, in almoS all our Duties upon 
Carnmoditii: in general, and fully expofcs the Abinr- 
" dity of the Lelter-Writei'i gcners! Argument, that " 
tebatever temferary LieimvenieBcy the Dealer jway 
fdfiaitt, either ij /« Dnty ittelf, er ^/i« Method of 
cslleair^i/, /A« CtMiliimer beart the Burthen. of it all 
at lafi ; a»d that an Excile it fofar /rem carrying that 
Terror aitd jUr o/" arbitrary Etwer ahi^ with it, thai 
en the contrary it ii, in a theufand Inftames, undeniably 
true that the Trader reaps eonjiderable Mvantagei 
from it, and knotni hew to levy the Duty upen hit 
Cuilomers with titucb greater Severity than the Ot 
Ircer leviei it upon Htra, and laughs in his Sleet-e, na 
deubt, to find Himfelf mer>tkn'd, tipan this AccsUnt, ia 
Terms of fo much Pity and CQmntiftratim. * 

This is a moft exttaordilury Way of Realbning, 
and would equally ferve to jutlify the Itnpdition of 
»ny Taxes en Trade, no matter how high, or in what 
manner colleiled. But whatever this Writer, or his 
Patron, may think, fuch Methods of Proceeding, by 
laying grievous impoiitioas on Trade, have, already; 
deprived us of Ibme vaiuabic Branches of it. Thevj 
have been a great Difcouragement t» o<hN«-| *bA, -if 
purfued much faithei^ vrill be attended with fuch a 
Diminution 
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IMmJnntioQ tiS Oit Imp^tafiaiu (thenecdikry Conle- 
^oence of lefleomgoor Extvrtatimi ) m m occxTion not 
only H greit Decreale of the puiSd Sevmar, bat 
Wunt (ri Employniwit for conTidetable Nomben of our 
VraJtn, MMufaSaren uid Jrtifitin, u well u fbr 
our Sbipi and our Stamen. 

If therefore it were' reslly true, that the Cmfumtr 
boie die whole Barthen of all 7axei hid upon Cem- 
latStief, whether they arc coUeAed at the Exeift- 
Offict, or the Cufim-Hanfei yet furely his Eafc uid 
Benefit-, in the Manner of paying them, is not the 
-only Pcunt to be confiilted, without having any R^ard 
to the trader i though the Bujtr ma^ pay Him back 
every Farthing of the Money, which He originally 
disbutftd f<w the Duty, with a conJideiable Prtmium, 
aa it ii alledged, fo% pnmft Pajmnt. Thij feems to 
be a veiy odd Dofbice, in a trading Natim, and 
mnft no doubt be highly agreeable to the merttaUiU 
W^rt of it. 

On the conttary, Wc lay it down ti a Manm, 
eternally true, that the greateft Regard ought to be 
paid to Merfbaslf, who are the Springs an4 lift of 
aH oarfireigg »xi&:d9meftick Trade, by the StqcJ^ Thev 
employ in.tt; and tbu all Difcouragements, whicn 
are laid npon Tbem, ore fi) many Difcouragemenu to. 
the Tradt of the Nation% general. 

But even a total Converiion of the Cufiumi intci 
Eitcifit would be lb Eu' fram beiog of any Eafe or 
Menefit to the Cen/uaer, [luppoiing his Inleieit cmly ii 
to be conJidcr'd) that it would have a quite contraty 
EfieA. It cumot be any Eafi to the Cenfumir, to Ik 
under the Neceffity of having a Permit for any C^an- 
tity of Goods, wnich.He may have Occafion to buy 
at one Time, beyond the ^atuitjfiifd h Aa afPar., 
Sament i or to have his Houfe liable to the Inlpefiion, 
tS ExtiA Officers at aU Hours, ifHc fbould purchfl^ 
more tnan fiub ^aniity. Nor can it be any Benefitt 
to pay dearer ihan othowife for wlnt He may con- 
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fume, tnd run the Hazaid of hivtng his Goods feized, 
iffcntwirtiout % Permit, or notddiver'd within the 
7!jw allowed by it. 

IF there are levoal nnsnrwerable ObjeOiau Hg^ft 
Exeifis, OT\ other Account*, (as undoubtedty there are) it 
can be no fubftattlial Argument in their FaTOor, though 
it tDttld be dtmrnflratti, as the Letler-Writer iiflerL% 
that ibcft Revenues, tsiifb art under the Ctre ^ the 
CommiHianers of Excife, are under better Reguiafimtt 
and art ciileHed with much Itfs Expenee than any other 
tabftepir t «r that the tahole Charge ef paying and 
tHaintainii^ this fiandmg Army of Excife Officers 
amemiti te n» more than barely Six-pence in the Pom»i, 
But it ia well known that thift Revejiuei arc not col- 
lc£t«d at Id) Expence than any others wbatener. The 
Land-Tax, for Ttiftance, will pioduce mote Money 
with lef* Chaise ofCoileflion; and I- have been in- 
ferm'd, by Perlbnt coiiTertant in theie Afi^trs, that a 
Shilling in the Found will not anfwer all iheExpences 
of eollefling and better fccuring the Duties ef Excife. 
However, it will be Time enough for this Writer to 
compliment the Cmmiffiofiers if that Offite, at the Coft 
of the Cemmiffieisers of the Ciifiomi, when his Affer- 
tions, on this Head, Jhall appear confirm'd by FaOs 
laid -beftwe Tio/f, who have a Right to enquire into 
the Charges of coUcfting andfeuiing all the puhlick 
Jtevenues. 

I have been pretty large in my Obfervations on this 
Taper, becaufc it contains the chief Subftance of hu

mefi ftneard te pr»p»fe, and the m^ zealoui is fuppert 
the making Chaises and Aberatiani in the I^vrs and 
<^aAonu rf tbtir CauMry—^Bnt with tiii ffriter'a 
Leave, the Changes and Alter^fitus, which thvfe Pa~. 
triets have made, were of a diStrent Namre irom-

If is is true, that the Laws of Excile lay the Trader^ 
under greater Harijbips and Difficalttts than Thofe, re- 
lating tt, the Cufioms j that they carry mere terror, and 
are executed with more Rigour ; I think, in fixh a- 
Cafe, the Traders ought not to be fubjefted to them s 
though the Savings to the Publiclt, in the Eipence (rf 
collefiing the Revenue, fhould be ai^ronliderable, u 
the Letter-Writer would willingly have us believe ; for 
though He is pleafcd to call Them a fevi particular 
Perfont, They are certainly the moift ccmfiderablc 
Body of Men in the whole Kingdom ; and therefore 
ought not to be apprefs'd, or dillinguilh'd witft Badges 
efSlaverf, in this Manner. As to his other Arguments

nylelf, in that Paper, to general Topicks; and reafou'd 
upon the Danger of extending ^f^ a Patoer any farther, 
u inconfiilent with the Nature of our Cmftitatien. Tliis 
I chink evidmt beyond all Difpute i for fuppofing that 
it WIS never yet ap[Jied to any bad life ; can We pTO< 
mife ouilielvej, with any AiTurance^ that it never will;

If He ftiould be an utter Stranger to this Trad, ( as 
He fcema to be, by hii Manner ofReafoning) I muft 
acquaint Him, tfiat it was printed in the Year 1706, 
and fuppofed to be written by the Direftion, at lean, of 
rfiat worthy Magiftraie, John Fuller, Efq; one of 
Aielate Sheriffs far this Ceuniy. 

It contains, according to its "Htle, feveral grievoui 
Charges of Partia/ity, Sifilence and Oppreffien, againft 
the Ctmmiffisners at that Time, in the Execution of 
their Office i pattfculafly with Relatitm to the laid Mr- 
fuUer and Mr. Macklej, two eminent Diftillen ; who, 
having been very atlive in fblliciting and obtaining fome 
Parliamentary Regulalions eftbe Excife, in Oppofition 
to the CammiJ^aners, though for the Benefit of the Re- 
tienue, were violently profccuied, upon iklfe Accufatkms, 
(as it isaljedged ) by ihc /aid Commidioners. 

The particular CircumlUoces of htb their Cafes are 
rdited "with fuch Afperity of Eipreffion, in the BaA 
now before me, that I chufe to omit them; tnd ftall 
only obferve that Mr, Fuller'^ Daughter, whofe Goods 
had been diftrain'd upon an hfirmatioa, recover*d 
Damages and Cofls tf Suit frcwn the Offetn einplQj''d

The &rae Oiarge of Partiality, InfoUnce and 0/. 
freffiin, in the Conduft of tbsft Officers, is fupported 
by fevirel otbtr lafiances, at the End of this Bock i 
wtuch I Jhall likewife fubjoin, by Way of * A^adix 
to theie Papers, for the Information and Curiofity of the, 
Pablick. I cannot, indeed, take upon myfelf to vouch 
for thcTruihof/if Cay^j, aa They are here ftated; bull 
publiih Them, as I find Them j and They will fcrve^ 
at leaft, to dcftroy the Letter-Writer^ Charge igainft 
me, of enJuKnuriitg to throw an Odium v^s Gentlemen 
of Fortune and BifiinCtion, without even fa rnuch at, 
CoMuoN Rtroa.T to jafii/j,me in it. 

I am inform'd, by letter, of anather Cafe, whicb 
deferves mentioning. The Commiffieners »f Exeife en- 
ter'd Judgment for a large Sum of MwjjagainftB^/ii'tfffl 
Cnen BJ^; an eminent Brewer, long fincc dead; but 
- upon Notice that He defign'd lo petition the Houfi cf 
Commom againlt Them, They reverfed the Judgment.. 
by writing under it trroneaus. However, Mr. Gretn 
petilian'di upon which OccaJion, as I am inform'd, 
that remarkable Claufe was iofcried in an Aft, for dil- 
aWing the Corntaiffiuuri of Exdje from fitting in iha 
Hffu/e of Commons, and inflifling a levero Penalty on 
their Under-Officers, in Cafe They fliould endeavour \Q 
inftuenee Voters, in EkSions for Memberi of Parliament. 

As to the Commiffiontrs being Gentlemen of tortune 
and UiftinBion, it is quite fo:eign to the Purpole ; lor na ' 
Man ought to be tiulled with arbitrary Fotae^ ; not 
even tlie IQng Hiralclf ; nor docs our CenJIitutian inveft 
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Him with it. Sha]] a Suije3 therelbr?, « fubtrJinatt 
Mincer, of whaKver Fortuitf or DifiinSim He may be, 
enjoy a greatn Plenitude of Power than Majt/ij itfcif; 
efpecially, when We confidcr that the Duty of a pre- 
taristti Office may induce fjim to aft contrary to- his 
tiaturallnclinations?.^— It is loo much like the Cafe of 
the Frcgs in the Fable, when Jupiur placed a Sterk lo 
rule over them ; but We ought to remember that Tlii* 
was done for their Punifiiment, not their ProleSisw. 

I db not apply This to the prefint Commijfimers ; 
and am far from intending lo accufe Them of anyfiicb 
Opprr£sefii, hfilmei, or Partialities, as were laid to the 
Charge of their Predeeejfari. On the cwitmry, I am 
willing to believe Them, in genera), as tetrlbj Gtatlt- 
men k ever iill'd that Board ; and One of Them having 
formerly been a Trader Himfcif, though now advanced 
to fuch a Poll of DiftinaioH ; Tho'e, whom He hath 
left behind Htm in Bulineit, may depend upon tl] the 
Indulgence and Lenity, which the Duty of his Office 
wQl admit i for I muft rnxat my Apprehenfions, in 
this Place, tliat tbefe GeniUmen are not at Ufaeny to 
«>nltrue 'niings in the vegAfaoQUTithU Sen/e, as it u tbo 
Duty of laber Judges Eo do, m criminal Cajet ', bat are 
obliged, even by the Oath They take to torn the Bat 
lance, in all doubtful PcMnts, on tlie Side of the Rtvame. 

Give me Leave to m^ition only mi Cafe, which is 
ffill frcih in our Memories i I mean the femons Pot 
Act ; by which all ViBuatkrs, Inn-holders and Re- 
tailers of Beer, or Ale, were obliged to pay a certain 
yearly Slim, lo be fii'd at the Dilcretion ot the Cm- 
«^«(/r;3/"/if£arfl*, foraLicence to fell thefaidLi- 

ror«; in Confideiatbn of which a CUufe was inferted. 
their Benefit, prohibiting Them to find ojff Pott ttir 
tftbea- Heafes, or any ^anlitj f L^uor lefitbsn a 
Galltu ; which being found prgudidal to that fiull- 
neft, is fince repeaTd, and only tlic/afMi-wj Part ^tbe 
ja remain* in Force. Bat ihe Cafe I mean was u 
followi.

It was the general Opinion, at that Time, that none 
but ViBuaUtri, Inn-hepers, and RctilVtrs ofBter were 
defign'd hy the Ltgiflalurt to be included in this AS ; 
and as They arc neither particularly mention'd in it, 
nor coukl poffibly receive any Benefit by it ; I niuft 
leave the World to judge whether the &me Interpreta- 
tion would have Men put upon it, by a Jhry in 
Wefimlnfter^Hall. 

J have likewife received many Letters from Perfons 
of diSerent 7/':»A/ (fuch as Jr«ffcr/, Viftillcrs, Siarcb- 
Maieri, TallMs-CbaniiUrs, Sec. ) complaining of great 
Hardfliips mii Severities in the Management of their 
Bufinefe, hy iixLatvi-if Excifi; but aa They do not' 
immediately affeft the prefent Point, conceming the 
fcrrher Eitenfion of tbfff Laies, it may be thought 
needlefs to trouble the Reader with any of their par- 
ticuliir Cafes. Ifliall only obferve that all, or mofiof 
tbefe Accounts were occafion'd, as my Correfpondenis in. 
form me, by thet/Wr-^rn/ifr'fi AITcrtion, that ml one 
Eximple cun ie fredaced a/ anjfueh Hardpipi, and that 
the CommiJ^aners are, and have always been, ratbir 
faveurable to the Trader than the Crown. , 

To Thefe I may add the late publick Declarations 
of the prinapnl Drtiggifti and Gmters in this City t 
fctting forth their great Ha rdlhips and Sufferings bjf the 
Laws efExfife ; which fiase already induced fome of 
Them to leave off their Trade, and will oblige others 
to do the lame, if They Ihould hefsriktr txtendid: 
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And here I muft obrerve that the Letter-Writer hid 
the confuiumate Affunnce to tfl'ert, that the Jivirefi 
and malt olmexiaus CUufes in the Excife-Aft upon Tea, 
iSc- taere advifid bj the prindpil Druggilts in Tvww, 
wbe were tmj'ttktd ufem that Occafien. This is lb 
(hunelcrs a Fallity and fuch an Infulc on the common 
Under ftandingB, as well ag the Misfortunes trf tbtCe 
Gentlemen, (hat They have thought fit to uudecdve the 
World, and purge Thcmfclves, in the ftrongeft Manner, 
fiom fach an Imputation, by a publick CEitificate in lU 
the Netai-F«per! ; which the Reader may likewiTo find 
in the • Jfpendix.

This is parti v true, and partly not lb 1 
ioa the O^ce may fend Siii-CcmmiJfiBneri into the 
Cotmtry, i/They pleafc i and They would certainly do 

- it, if the Service of the Revenue requited it. The 
jfufiifVi indeed, do the Bofinefs for them at pielent; 
and, I fuf^xife, to Satiab&ioa i but even Ibii Fetter u 
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not in Favoar of the Subjeft ; for Juflkei ef iht ftdct 
■re nominated by the Crtuin, and removeable atPleafurc, 
like the Commijioneri ef Excifi. Belidcs, the Offieen, 
being tlie C^mplainaati in all fuch Cafes, may chufe 
their Juftices ; and God blows there is a material DiA 
fcrence between Them in moft Counties, as well as in 

Miidhfix. \itbefe Magijirata, indeed, were ehofen 

by the ftafle, as They were formerly, there would be 
Ibnie Force in the Argument j but as the Cafe fiands at 
prefent, it is no more to the Pnrpole than any of the 
reft. 

The greateft Part of the • next FMer is another gitifi 
Evafion of the Argument i for He ftppofe! me to com- 
plain of not having our Goods at our«wn Difpofal till 
We have paid the Duty ; whereas the Argument is, aa 
^lain asAVordscan make it, that We have noi a Power 
over our own Goods, even afteb. the Duty is paid -f. 
Such a poor Piece of Sophiftry deferves no other Notice 
than barely pointing it out to common Obfervation. But 
it may not be amifs to examine fome particular Pafliges 
in ii, relating to the Traders.

I never &ki that the Cuftom-houfe Laws were un- 
eicepiionabl^ or in no rcfpeft hard upon Tr/ide. I 
have often acknowledged the contrary ; though much 
Icfs fevcre than t^hatoiofExcifei but if there arc 
fbme few Inftanpes, where •Cdc former come up, in any 
Degree, to the Severity of the latter, it. can be of no 
, Weight againft our general Ailment, but only provej 
how ftriftly the poor Trader is tether'd down both 
by tne and the ether. 

- If Ibis pTojeB u fo tnucli for the Interefl ofCam- 
tnerei {as the Letter-Writer informs us) that nobody 
emld reafonably toijh for, nor human Wifdom firm a 
S'iieme, more fsr the Safe and Advantage of The fair 
Trader; why ia it not made'publick, for the Sati(^ 
faAion of the Merrhants, and 10 eire Them of thofe 
dieadfiil Apprehenfions, which They conceive &ora it 
itt prefent? For it is manifeftly their Opinion that 
any new Excifea, w any farther Extenjton of Eicife 
Liws, under any Name or Pretence vihatfoever, will 
hi not only prejudicial to the Trade, Manufaflures and 
Navigatioo, hut dai^eraus to the Libertiea of the whole 
Kingdotn. , 

The Preamble to the Ordinance of Parliament, for 
continuing the Excije, "during our dvil Wars, is u 
little 10 the Purpole ai any of his other Aigumenta ; 
for though I am ready 10 admit that iheic were aa 
many glorious Affertors ^Liberty in that Parliament ^ 
as perhapj ever met in a popul^ Affembly ; yet it i» 
evident that nothing but the utmofl NeceJ^ty could have 
induced Them to ^t fucb a Method ^ raifiag Money. 
Thi% Ithint, appear* very plain fiom the Reaai- 
ftroHie tfParUameia in the Year 1626 s which not 
eaif 
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only cosdenuu the Kin^s CommiJ^tn as ill^nl, becmlfe 
without the ConfinI ef tht Pcoflt, but Ihews dwir 
DiCike to the Mttbad efTaxsHon itfdf. It is lilewLe 
evident from the Dilturbtinces in Lenden, es I oh- 
Icrved before, that an Exdfi was extremely dirguAful 
to the People; though tailed fer the Support of a 
Caufe, to which They were gencndly inclined j and 
even the Parliament ibelf feem'd, at kail tacitly, to 
condemn Jiuh Taxes, by dilcontinuing them, a« loon 
as the War was over. tSteeffitj therefore having driven 
Them -into tUi Metbei, it ii not at all vronderful that 
They flwnld endeavour to glofs it over with plaufible 
Colours, ID the PreamUe to their Qrdimaiue, efiablilh'd 
for thatPmpofe. 

I have now cxxifiderM all the material ObjeAioiis, 
which the Letter-Writer hath made to our general 
ArgumeiU againft Exdfes ; for his fucceeding Papert 
contain nothing elle but Repetitions <& the lame Things 
or little Cavils, of lb trifling a Nature, that I ibdl be 
verv IhoTt in my Remarka upon than. 

He tells u9, • thai a very illuftrious Writer, of lit 
left Jge, batPebftrvei that a Tax eught never U be 
tboughl a Burthen upon imj Biidj iul the Confumer ; ftr 
the Trader reaps " Benefit bj it. — Wlioever this iliu- 
ftrious Gentleman might be, I date lay He did not 
lecommKid the Colleftion of Tans by Exa/e Lawsi 
which is the Point inDifpuw; but if He did, it ia 
plain that He had as little R^ard for Liierty, at Know- 
ledge oi Trade, which depends upon it. 

He is pleafed to imagine, that if an Jttemft Jhtuld 
he made, the next Sejficu ef Parliament, t9 egnvertfemt 
Tart of OUT Cuffoms /«(» Exci&s, there vaonld be fet» 
coHsiDERAiLE Merchants, er Dealers, that 
would think it fir their .A^jmtage ta ffpofi (f.-^And, 
in f another Paper, He telli us, that Bt ii infarm'd 

* Ccnuant, Det.^h. 
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the MOST coNsiDERflBLE TRADERS <» EngJatid 
WSulJ be glad that fuch a Scheme would take EffeS. 
^—\ wilh the Gentleman had acquainted us f^3m u/^cM 
He received this Information ; or where this mcfi eon- 
Jtdertile B»dj lyes incag ; for hidwrto They have not 
thought lit to reveal Thcmfelves. The prinnpaJ Mer- 
chants and Traders in fVine, Tsbacco and Sugar, at 
we!l as in feveral Commodilm already excifcd, not 
<mly in LoMM and Smithaiari, but Jikewife in ftveral 
diilanc Parts of the Kingdom, have already declared 
againfl: tbis Scheme, in the moll publick Manner ; and 
it is expcfted that oihers will foon follow their Example. 
It is therefore high Time for the Letter-Writer to pro- 
duce his Party i and I wilh that their einfi confiderttbU 
Traffick may not be found to confiK in Slocki, Penfions 
and Places. 

My Extrafls from the Writings of Dr. D'A'eiimt, 
on this Subjcd, are intirely milbifceii by the Letter-- 
Writer, as well as the End, for which I quoted them i, 
finrt, even in the earlieft Times, there wa« certainly a, 
great Cfiifumption sf Ctmmoditles, in this Kingdom, 
though but little Trade ; and yet our Ancelbrs would 
never come into thu Method efralfing Miinej. Be.ldei, 
I acknowledged ihat Dr. D'Aiienant made no Diftiac- 
tioa between Cujioms and Excifes, but confounded 
Them logei her, under the general Name of ifl-i^j upoa 
Induftrj ; and therefore the Gentleman might have 
^tared hb Remarks, upon th:it Head. 

It is certain that when Duties ofCuflams were firll 
Jaid on Trade, the Money aiiling from them was in- 
tended for the Proteflion of "^t Merchant. This i» 
evident fiom all our antient Lazos, fof laying IrapQ- 
Jitions on Goods imffriid and exported; nay, even fo 
latdy as in the Reign of King Charles the ad. This' 
appears to be the Senfc of Parliamenti for in the 
Preamble to the AQ. of die i z:h of that Reign, k is 
fatd that the Commons npofing a 7ruj) in his Mi^eftj 
fir guarding the Seas againjt all Perfons, who may en- 
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deavour ta d'fiurb cur Trade, &c. Thtj grant the 
Tonnage asi/ Poundage. — But whether it was prudent 
in the Lilter-Writer id infift upon this Topick, let the 
Reader judge. 

His Arguments from the Praftice oi Holland, aj ■ 
Pattern for Grtat Britain, »re fo extremely weak, and 
liave been fo liilly anfwer'd already ia ' ovi ef my 
Jirmer Papers, thai I (hall only add an Obfcrvaiion <rf 
Mr. de WH ; who fays diteflly, thai the great Duties 
end Excifes oa the Trade o^Holland have hinder'd the 
Enlargement ef it ; and, if not taken Care of in 
Hime, viil! be the Lofi ef its Commerce. 

I never defign'd to infinuate, as the Gentlemait b 
pleafcd to ftatc my Argument, that the Subjeft ought 
not 10 pay either Cufismi, or Excifes ; but that neilbir 
Df Tht'in ought to be llretchM fo high, as to dellroy 
^rade, by which on^ They can be paid, and tlie 
Government fupported. 

He hath likewife taken a great deal of unnecellkry 
Pains to prove that the Dependence if the Crown on the 
■Subjeit, far iti Support, is more eligible, in a free 
Country, than the Dfpetidence if the Subjeft m the 
Crown, far their Properties. T'his, I fay, was un- 
neceflary ; becaufe I sdiuitted it, in my Argument, 
under the Suppofition that We might always rely on 
a wife and Ufcorrupt Parliament. 

But though the mitient Tenures and Servicei, by 
which our Anceftors held iheir Etlates, gave the 
Crown an exorbitant Petoer, which is now happily 
abolilh'd I it docs not, in theleaft, affect my Atgu- 
nient, that our Debts, Taxes and Officers have given 
the Ctoiin another Kind of Power, unkn<iwa ta cur 
Forefathers. 

The Letter-TTriter stCens that fFe had no Liberty 
hfore theRefolution ; which J deny i but fuppoiing it to 
be true, is That a Rcafon for our giving it up, at prefcnt ?

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The People oi Enf-Zapd hive, no Doubt, acquired 
great Advantages by tlieir Jate gloiious Struggles for 
Liberty i which They liave purchafej at an immenfe 
Price oi' Blood andTieafure : and therefore They ought 
to be the more cautious of lofing ii again. 

At length, (iw Wri(i?r. is obliged to " acknowledge, 
tlrat allbeugh the Coniumer itari the Burthen af every 
Tax, yet his Interelt and 7hat of the fair Trader are fa 
ehfelf tenneHed and bknded together, that (( ii almsjl 

, impojJibU ta ffparate, er dijliiguijb Them from tme ana 
tber i but his Meihod of explaining This is equally 
extraordinary with his other Reifonings i for though \t 
muft be confe;s'd that the PraStUe of&mugg/itig is very 
injurious to the fair Trader', as well as to the Revenae, 
by enabling the eiaitdejlim Dealer to (ell the lamcGoods 
ebeaper, and thereby lejfesiig his Trade ; I cannot ap- 
prehend it to be a necejfari Confequence, that He iiuft 
be obliged to enhance the Value of Them, in Proportion 
as He finds the Demands for Them leffen'd, and that- 
the fmaller the Quantity is of anj Thing He felts, the 
greater tnuH be the Price, that He Mufi have for it. — 
According to this Doftrine, the Prw of Commedilles 
muft be proporiion'd to the Extent of the Trader's / 
Biijinefsi without any Regard to the/'/tw/y, otStartity, 
or to the l^ent and Demand for them ; which is con- 
trary to ali the Eiperience oiTrade, lincc the World 
begun. 

On the other Hand, I apprehend that the Praftice 
af Jiuanii^ Goads obliges the fair Trader to fink hit 
Price, in order to keep fome Pice with the elandefiine 
Dealer; and therefore immediately aiJb^ls Him, in the 
molt fenfible Manner; though 1 am ready to allow 
that the Confumer may feel, it, at lall, in the Defieien- ' 
ties of the Revenue. 
. For this ReaJon, I beliet-e the Merchant, Importer and 

fair Trader would willingly concur ia any roUbnablei 
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Meafurw, for putting an End tq this daadefthe Trgffck ; 
but if ihe cheaper any Commodity is fold, fbe more ^ it 
'will l/e cenfumed. They can never agfee to an Excife, 
■which will certainly make Them dearer i and conle- 
fluently encouraga Smuggling i for notwjchltaiidiog the 
hetler-Writtr'i poor fallacy, it is as demonftrable as 
tny Propofition in Eaelid, tJwt this mifibientm PraHiei 
is chiefly occalionM by high Daties i and whilft They 
are continued, all the Laws in the World wiil not be 
able to prevent it. 

The Genilenan tells us Himfdf that ntt imlj Wines 
rfna' Brandies, iiit all other Strts of Mertbandis^e are 
Hill run and vended, in the moil poblick Manner, on 
the Sca-Coafii. U therefore tbh Method ^ColUaim 
faaih not prevented the Ranning of thofe Commodities, 
.which are already excijed; how can We expcA that it 
wiil put a Stop io the Tame Ptaftice in ttbers ? 

The defperate Oppofition, which the Cuftofn-bBuft 
OJiccri meet with, in the Execution of their Doty, 
not with Handing the feverc Penalties on Offenders, may 
farther convince us of this Truth, and ia another Proof 
that it is abfolotely imprafticabic to prevent i««»wg, 
without lowering the Duiiei ; for can Excsfcmen be 
thought better ab!e lo refift fach re Iblate Gangs of 
Men than xhz Officers ofCnfioms, however large and 
coercive their Powers may be made f For my Part, X 
am firmly perfuaded by Experience that no Puniih- 
mcnts whatever, cvenDealb icfelf, would effectually 
fiop this Prague, \vhilit the Temptation to it con- 
tinues fo great ; not even though a numerous fiatiiing 
Army Ihould be made Ufe of to put the Laws in £se- 
cution J for thaiigh the Gentleman himtelf fecms to 
diflike fuch an Expedient ; yet it is well known that 
our military Forces have been often employ 'd in that 
Service, upon the Scii Cssfit, [as I chink Ibme of them 
are at prelcnc) with but little Effcfl. 

It muft be admitted that there is a great Inequality 

between Thofe, who buy run Gsods, and Thofe, who 

deal 
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deal wkh the jCtirTra^w, which ought to be ■prevented, 
ifpoflible. But ftil] the Queftion returns, whether an 
Excifi will do it. I have given my Reafons why it 
will not ; and I think them fufEciently conlirm'd, m 
the Cafe of Tea ; for though the Revenue, upon this 
Article, may have been cmfiierably inereafid, and a left 
Sum ef Manef /nay have Been faid tvla the Exchequer, 
on Account fl/"Seizures, fines thore Duties were converted 
intn-Excifcs, as the Letter-Writer alTerts; I am &r 
from thinking it the natural Conlequence of that Ail ; 
for it is cettain that more 7ea hath been run fince, 
than at any Time before. This Improvement of the 
Revenue muil be therefore owing to fome other Caufes ; 
fuch as the great Increafe of the Con/umfthn tf Tea, 
which is now become a linoft univerlal, by the prevail- 
ing Spirit of Luxury ; and, perhaps, partly occalion'd 
by the lite Cheapuefs of Sugap.—SM Wc (hall be 
better able to judge of this Affair by aj» authenlick 
Account of Seizures, which is much more to be 
"credited than facb a Writer's Aflertion. 

But I mult inform liii Gentleman that when I laid 
the Seiziu^es, formerly made, bear no Proportion to 
Thofc of lite Tean, I did not, by formerly, mean a 
thaiifand Years ago, but fince Wc have had a Trade ; 
for though He b plealed to be mod unmerciful arch, 
on this Occafion, it is certain that there were Buties 
en trade, and We had a large Trade, for many Years, 
by which the Nation gain'd immenfe Riches, without 
any Complaints oi Smuggling ; but as Taxes were mul- 
tiply'd and iiKtcarcJ, the Pradlice of Running hath 
gain'd Ground, and the national Prolit by Trade hath 
been greatly diminilh'J. 

I hope the Letter-Writer b fomewhat miflaken in 
his C-jlc-.i^tion, when He fays that the Publici ii de- 
frauded of, at kafi, one third Pjrt of its Revenaei ; 
for if This is the Ca% it muil -be owing to the 
Frauds of the O^t^iTf themfclves, in joining with the 
Y 3 ■ ' Smugglirs'i 
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and I am at a Lofe to apprehend how 

That will be lemedied by an Exc'ifi, 

We now come to the Gentlemaiii concluding Paper, 
in which He recapitulates the Subftance of his pre- 
ceding Argument', and makes fome farther Obferva- 
tion.=, which may be thought to defcrve a little Notice, 
before I take my Leave of Him. 

He tells us that even the Lmd-Tax icfelf is col- 
■ lefled in the fame Maimer with Excifei i and that all 
Cafes, relating to it, are determinable in the lame 
fummary Manner ; whereas I always thought that thit 
Tax was levied by PariA Officers, and that all Dif- 
patea were left to the Decifion of the ComrniJ^onen 
tfTaxti, who are appointed by Parliatitfnt, not by 
Ux Crotim: 

He furpafely avoided offering any liing, as He in- 
forms Us, in Jin/aer to tabai I have /aid coneerning the 
Danger, that fuch a Scheme taould produce, mtb 
Jtegard to national Liberty, by the Inercafe of Officers, 
. that it muft he attended tvitb ; hecaufe He cannot ima- 
gine that I teas Jerious myfelf, when I made that OB' 
jeBien, but that 1 did it either out ofAmufement, or 
Pleafanlry. — No really, what I obferved, upon that 
Head, was in Aov^n^tfokr Sadnefs . Perhaps, it may 
proceed, as He wittily remarks, from a blind B^etn 
It Patriolifm i but fo it is, that I cannot for my Life 
put it out of my Head, that fttth an infinite Mklti. 
plitity ^Officers, immediately under the DireSfen tf 
the Crown, mtift have feme Stn-t tf hjtuente aver 
Thofe, viba lye at their Mercy; and therefore the 
Centleman would have done a generous Aft, at leaft 
in endeavouring (o fet fuch a poor, deluded Wretch as 
myfelf a little right in his Judgment, as to this Point. 

He hath likewifc forgot to lake any Notice of -sna/iir 
P««/, upon which 1 laid no fmall Strefs i I mean that 
the Execation tf this Scheme bath a natural end im- 
mediate tendency to sGe^nerai. Excise. Perhaps, 
this 
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thu Apprehenfion iikewire may proceed from the yiw^ 
Bigotry, and therefore beneath the Lttier-Wriler's Ob- 
fervatiofi i but as the Publick feems to have paid fome 
Regard to it, I wUl venture to make one. Remark 
&rther, on ihs fiime SaijeJl. 

In my genirai Jrgament, I gave the Reader a Cata- 
logue of rio/f TWa-^j, which are already collefted by the 
Laws a/Exdfe. I Ihall now explain this Point a little 
farther, by enumetatbg, as well as I can recolleft at 
prefent, the different Trades and Occupations, which 
are affefted by this Method ef ColieHiiin.

It may 
therefore be propw to ask, in this Place, what the Jd- 
vecaU! for Exdfii mean, when Tbey tell us that there 
it no JSefign of bringing them into private famiUes. 
DoThey excWe sUPerferu, who V.Kp 3. Shep, ai Jea{ 
in Gm^i, out of this Number ? If They do, all the 
Cities and great trading Towns in i'n^toi^ confift cf 
little Ids than publici Houfes i whicli I lake to be a 
new Doflrine ; and if none but taverns. Inns, and 0- 
iher Houfes of pyiHei Entertahnnent ought tq pals un- 
der that Ucnominj.tion, according to the Notion of our 
Forefathers, it foilow; (hat Eycijis have already forced 
themfelves Into very great Numbers of private Families, 
and mull become aJmoil uaiverjal, by the Execution of 
Juth a Scheme. 

The Letter-writer hath advanced oneArguraent, at 
the Conchifion of his Papers, in Favpar of Exa/ei, 
which He deliveia in Terms of great Teridemels for 
the People of £n^/iMj/s viz. that it will prevent thofc 
Jhameful Aiulttrations and pernicioui Mixtures, with 
which the Rdaikrs too often compound their Commo- 
dities, to the Prejudice of the Refenue, and the fair 
Tracer, as well as ihe Hea/tir of his Majeily's Subjcdb. 
——This Charge is level'd, I I'uppole, at the Fininers ; 
and I have offcn heard the fame Argument made Ufe 
of in private Converration. Indeed, It is the wr^^/-- 
gument I could ever yet hear, in Favour of Exdfes, 
which carries the leaft Air of Plaufibility. But when 
it is fully eiamined, it will be found to be without 
Foundation i for ifthe rffl/ner will be content to pay 
the/*// Duly for aU tie Liquci- He fells,.l ptefume the 
Crows will not in^peft very nicely iuto the Materials, 
of which it ia. compounded ; or that the VintKtr will 
be pitihibilcd 10 mix bad XViiie with geei ; and I bq- 
lieve it will be granted th.it He may better aTord to 
pay Duty for Cider, or other Ingredients, which He 
can buy (-cry cheap at home, daa for Wine from 
abroad. 
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•broad. But fuppofing that this Scbime would prevstit 
all Adulterntio^jhuih. at horns and abroad ; in fueh a Cafe, 
1 thiuk it demonftrable that it mull inliance th^Price; 
and then let me ask, whether it is not realbnable to fup- 
pofe that it would leflen the Cimfanipii/m, and confe- 
quently diminilh the Reptaue f Nay, fliould This like- 
wife he deny'd, an* it could be proved that an Exciji 
ivould abfolutely prevent all Aduller-ation, without in- 
liancing tlie Price, or leflening the Confumptkit, I be- 
lieve it will be granted, at leaft, that a much greater 
family miift be imported ; which, being fiifficienily 
large already, may happen to turn the Billance <ii7rade 
againft us.' So that take this Afiair in what Light 

vou pleafe, I canno; poifibly fee How an Excife upon 
'ff^ini can be of any Advantage to the Confuiiier, the 
Revenue, or the Nation in general. 

But thefeThings, perhaps, have no moieenier'd into 
the PrejeSur'! He^d than the Lors, which fueh a Scheme ■ 
will inevitably bring on ihe Kingdom, by the Decrcafe 
of o\it Navigation; and it may be fafely pronounced 
that if there is no Method of eafing thcfe Duties, which 
principally affeft our Trade and ManufaSures, they 
will never be eafed j for an Exeije may leflen the pre- 
fcnt Security for the Payment of the Principal and Inte- 
reft of our Debts ; but it will never ftrengihen, or en- 
large it. 

i have now done with the Letter-writer ; and think 
it hath been fully proved that He hath HBt advanced 
oneAigmnent, in Favourof thisScbeme, which can be 
thought to have any Weight, when brought to theTeft 
of Examination. The whole Courfe of his Reafoninga 
confifts in nothing elfe but falfe Rotations, littie trici- 
ing Failaciei, in ftating my Argument, and a canfiant 
Evafipn of the PcinI in Delate.

Indeed, 
He gives himfflf the Air of a Scholar and a Wit, by in- 
terlarding hisRcmarlts with a Scrap or mo of Latin 
KaA.A¥rentbVerfe; befides fome other Flighis (X Ge- 
nius, to dillivguilh hb Abilities. But ibr God's Sa^e, 
why ali this Trouble to piove that an EKciJiman may 
be a very erudite and ingenious Per/en P 1 was fiiily 
convinced ol" it t'other Day by a Couple of Lines in da 
balfpennt EiUai, ivhichi booght in the Street. I hope 
the wrnily GLathman v\l\ be lb good as to accept of 
them, in Reiuia for the Favour, which Hs hath 
done Ml.

Befides, the 
Flail of wcigking, in the Cufiomi, is not, as in the 
Cife oiExeife, by tne Officer in private ; but hyfeve- 
ral Offiteri on fome ipea, lataful Sluaj, where Ceopert 
and Psriers muft attend, »nd other Perfins in»f and 
ftequoitly do attend ; lb that Frauds, in the Weight <^ 
■ tabacto, do Dot feem to be very praiUcable, even un- 
der the prejttst Regulalions. 

You tell us ^her that the Revenue is de&auded of 
200/. Weight of 7iia^«, in every Hogfliead on ImpBT- 
tatiaa, and as much on Expirlation ; beiidea the Ad- 
vantage, which the Faflor makes, if He be a 6eld Ad- 
■ venturer (as You are plsafed to ftyle Him) by having 
the Tobacco fiript and cut abnad, and getting it rim at 
again. 

This Way ofReafening, Srr, is afferting a great deal 
and proving nothing. Can You be fo vain as to ima- 
gine that your Ipje dixit, without any Vouchers, will 
pati current for Authority, and blall: oie Reputation of 
« numerous and ufefiil Body of Men? You are pleafed, 
indeed, ro fuppofe a Cafe, m which Jiich Frauds have 
been committed, and tell ua that You are able to prove 
it not ill grounded. This, perhaps, may be true ; 
and what then 1 Inltances, no doubt, may be prodoced 
of fuch Praftiees.i but a fete partitular Cafis ought not 
to be extended to the ttbole Trade is general, and in- 
volve the /ajwrm/ with the GwAjF. All your fine Ar- 
gument^ drawn &om thii Suppofition, are therefore
